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CHAPTER I. 

ORGANIZATION OP THE FOREST DEPARTMENT. 


' Part I.— General. 

1. Tlio rules contained in this Code are applicable to the 
Forest Department in the territories subject to the Gorern- 
ment of Fort St. George, hereinafter referred to as ‘ the 
Government.’ 

2. For the administrative purposes of the Forest Depart- 
raent, the Presidency is divided iuto four Circles, Nortnorn, 
Central, Southern and Western which respectively contain 
the Forest districts shown in the subjoined table : —

5. A Conservator’s charge, or Circle, is ordinarily divided 
and suh-divided into — 

(a) Fore&t Districts or Controlling charges. 

{h) Soh-clivisions, Ranges, or Esecntivo charges.

The nnit of management is the Range, which comprises a 
number of heiits. A Forest District usually coincides with a 
Revenue District, though in some cases the latter includes 
two or more separate Forest Districts.

When necessary, for financial or other reasons, the Gov- 
ernment may, as a temporary measure, permit deviations 
from these provisions in regard to district charges, and the 
Board and Conservators exercise a similar t&cretion in 
regard to the management of Sub-divisions and Ranges 
respectively. 

The arrangement of forests into Forest Districts will be 
regulated by Government; that of Forest Districts into 
Sub-divisions, Ranges and Beats will be regulated by the 
Conservators, provided that no addition to the number of 
Ranges shall he made without the sanction of Government 
and that the Collector shall be consulted regarding the 
arrangement of Sub-divisions and Ranges. 

6, Permanent establishment includes all officers, of what-

Temporary establishment comprises officials who are 
required to strengthen, for a time the permanent staff, and 
their pay and allowances will be charged to appropriate 
sub-heads under A or B.

7. The permanent Executive and Protective Staff will be 
fixed by Government for each Circle under the classes of 
Hangei', Deputy Bangor, Forester and Forest Guard. 

■Where qualified men are not forthcoming to fill appoint- 
ments in the higher grades of any ela.ss of the subordinate 
establishment, extra appointments may be made by Conser- 
vators in the lower grades to compensate for such doficiencies, 
provided that the total number of appointments sanctioned 
for each class is not exceeded. 

Officers on the jjerraanent. staff may not bo transferred to 
the temporary establishment. 

8. Temporary establishments employed on the e.xecution 
of works on sanctioned estimate do not require special 

• sanction provided that their cost has been included in the 
sanctioned estimates, that the budget allotment for such 
esiablishment is not exceeded, and that the rate of pay does 
not exceed the maxirattm prescribed by Government. All 
other temporary establishments require the sanction of the 
Board of Boventxo, which must bo given for a fixed period, 
'in'^ho caso to exceed twelve months. If the pay of any 
■ appointment amounts to Bs'. 100 per mensem or more, the 
previous sanction of Government is required. The sanction 
for temporary establishments lapses with the provision^ paado 
in the Budget grant for the works on which the temporary 
establishments arc employed. Temporary establishments 
required to assist the permanent staff in the execution of its 
ordinary duties will bo sanctioned and. charged under “B 
only such establishments being .sanctioned and charged under 
head “ A ” (under the proper sub-heads) as are employed on 
some special work or works which can be properly classified 
^ under that head. In the latter case, the men employed should 
never be designated Bangers, Deputy Bangers, Foresters

officers employed under head "B.” Temporary appoint- 
ments of Rangers may be sanctioned by Government urhen 
they are required for bond fide temporary work, for which 
no provision has been made in the existing cadre of Hangers. 

The sanction of the Board of Revenue to the entertain- 
ment of any particular temporary establishment in any 
District may, if considered expedient, be given to a monthly 
maximum amount, and it may be left to the Conservator to 
make such alterations as he ma}’, from time to time, find - 
necessary in the scale of such establishment. Bnt the sanc- 
tion will in each case specify distinctly the dates from and to 
.which the -establishments are to be entertained, and the 
budget sub-head to which their cost should be charged ; and 
in every case when the sanction ticcordod is for twelve 
months, the period will be counted Irom the let Marpb to 
the end of February, so that the cost may be met from the 
Budget grant of the year. Proposals for temporary establish- 
ments should be accompanied by the above particulars. 
Conservators should submit their applications by the 1st 
February in each year. 

Consoiwators have the power to transfer temporary estab- 
lishments from one district to another as occasion requires 
and to make the requisite transfers of allotment under the 
appropriate budget head or sub-bead. 

9. Persons employed on temporary establishments may 
obtain leave of absence as provided for in articles 201, 242, 
386 (1), and 339 (2) of the Civil Service Regulations. Their 
service does not count for pension unless the post which they 
hold is subsequently converted into a permanent appointment. 

10. Under labour is ‘included all bond fide manual labour, 
whether paid by the day or the month, employed — 

(]) On the reaping, collection, fashioning, removal, tran«port 
and sale of forest produce ; 

(2* On the feed and keep of cattle; 

(3) On the oonstrnotion and maintenance of tools and plant ; 

(4i On the constrnction and maintenance of ooramnnications 
and buildings ; 

(5) On the demarcation, improvement, extension and 
protection of forests.

Liobonr will be charged under the approprwte heads and 
sub-heads under ‘ A. Conservancy and works.’ 
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Conservators and 'District Porest officers are personally 
responsible that labour employed under their orders is not 
retained for a longer period than i« actually necessary. 

Explanations. — Supervisors, cooly maistrios or gangers are 
included under the head of labour, but any further supervision 
is distinctly excluded.

12. The allowances of Forest officers of all classes find 
grades and of oSioo employees acting in a higher class or grade 
than their own, are governed by'the provisions of the Civil 
Seivioe Regulations. 

1 3. Officons of the Forest Dopai’tment can claim travelling 
allowances only under the provisions of tho Civil vServico 
Regulations. 

Rangers and Deputy Rangers holding charge of more than 
ono -Range may bo granted double the oonvoyanco or 
‘ 'permanent travelling allowance of xheir class subject to the 
approval of Government in each case — vide article tOO'J, Civil 
Service Regulations ; and appendix 22, entry No. 'It ; and 2(>, 
entry No. 10. Conservators of Forests can sanction tho 
grant of a fixed conveyance allowance of Rs. 15 per mensem 
to any Forest Ranger who keeps a pony though tiot'actually^ 
in charge of a range, if the’ Conservator is .satisfied that lus 
duties are such os to render, it necessary in the public interests 
and for the ‘performance of his official duties that he should 
keep a pony. Conservators of Forests can exempt any Forest 
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Banger from keeping a pony when a cart or other meana of 
conveyance would he more*^ useful to him for the efficient 
performance of his duties. If a bicycle onlj* be kept, the 
allowance shoiid bo reduced to Rs. 6. 

^ rules for regulating the rents to be charged for 

Ciomniacnt Government buildings occupied as residences by Government 
o'wapSd'B' officials and others are prescribed in paragraphs 919 to 927 

Chapter X of Volume I of the 9th edition of the Public 
Works Department Code. 

Rents will be remitted in. the case of Forest subordinates 
drawing Bs. 26 and less, such as Foresters, Forest Guards, 
Clerks and Peons, who are compelled to reside in Government 
buildings. 

As regards Rangers and other suhordinates drawing more 
than Bs. 25, hut not more tiian Hs. 100, the rent of 5 per 
cent on the salary and local allowance, or the rent calculated 
according to the ordinary rules, whichever is less, will bo 
charged. 

In regard to all other Forest officers, the rent calculated 
according to the ordinary rules will bo chargod. 

A register of rents in Form No. 2 should be maintained 
in every District Forest Office, and the collection of rent due 
on Forest buildings in their districts should be watched by 
District Forest Officers. The rent, if any, due by the 
District Forest Officer himself, should be deducted from bis 
salary bill, as is done in the case of income-tax, subscriptions 
to funds, etc., similar errangemeats being made in the case of 
buildings occupied by Forest subordinates.

21. Tlio Provincial or Madras Forest Service consists of 
Extra Assistant Conservators on Us. 250 rising by annual in- 
crements of Rs. 20 to Rs. 560 and Extra Deputy Conservators 
on Bs. 675 rising by annual increments of Rs. 2-5 to Rs. 050. 
After an Extra Assistant Conservator lias" attained to 
Rs. 650 a month, promotion to the class of Extra Deputy 
Conservator will depend upon the occurrence of permanent (or 
provisional substantive under article S9 of the Civil Service 
Regulations) vacancies in that class, always provided 
that no Extra Assistant Conservator will be eligible for 
promotion as Extra Deputy Conservator unless he is 
considered by the Local Government to be fit for a major 
charge. An Extra Assistant Conservator, who has serv- 
ed for not less than three years on Rs. 550 a month, 
and who is considered by the Local Government to be 
fit to hold a major charge, but for whom no vacancy exists 
in the Upper Oontrolli ug staff, may, however, be given a 
personal allowance of Rs. 50 a month ; and in the case of 
officers whom the Local Government considers fit for further 
increase of pay, this allowance may be augmented to Rs. LoO 
a month on the expiry of a further-period of four years and 
to Bs.

^ George Gazette and tho District Gazettes in the form of a 
notification inviting applications for appointment, to that 
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service. A commiltoo consisting of the Forest Commissioner, 
another Sloinhor of tlie Board of Revenue and the Gonser- 
Tator of Forests, Central Circle, nill moot early in September 
for the selection of suitable candidates for the special course 
of I raining at Dehra Dun. The solection will bo confined 
mainly to young men who arc of good phy.iique and social 
standing and qualified by previous education ; preference 
will be given to thoso candidates wbo have a substantial 
knowledge of one or more branches of natural science, but a 
knowledge of English and Mathematics will also be required 
in order to ensure that these selected shall be thoroughly 
capable of following and profiting by the course of instruction. 
The selection committee will submit to Government by tlie 
10th September the names of the candidates whom they 
rooommend arranged in order of merit. For eveiy vacancy 
not less than two names should bo submitted.

(4) E.vcopt for special reasons and with the special 
sanction of the Local Government, no student will bo 
deputed for the special course who is not between the ages 
of 18 and 25 on the 1st July of the year in which the spocbl 
course begins. Candidates must therefore be between the 
ages of 17 and 24 on the 1st July of tho year in which they 
are selected. 

(5) Tho candidates selected by Govcrnmonl will 
undergo the following oxarainalion which will be conducted 
by tho Board of Revonue at Madras early in October: — 

(i) P/jysiw/ teit . — ^To be proscribed by the Board. It 
will probably take tho form of a wmlk from 12 to 18 miles 
within a given time. This will bo followed by a medical 
examination. 

(ii) Educational tcst—Englhh . — ^The candidates will* 
be required to write a full precis of two passages — one read 
out by a European, and the other by an Indian officer; this 
will be followed by a colloquial examination. 
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MatJiematks . — The oxamination will consist of two 
papers — ono in arithmotio and aljtobra and llie other in 
gconietrj and trigouomefcrj for each of which three hours 
w’ill be allowed, ^lo standard in Mai hematics is a practical 
knowledge of arithmetic, algebra up to and including 
quadratic equations and simple problems, mensuration, 
geometry (inelnding the first three books of Euclid) and ele- 
mentaiy* trigonometry including the solution of trianglos and 
thonso of logarithms. No candidate who fails to obtain half 
tho full marks in each paper null be considored to have 
passed. Tlio cpiestion papers will be received from the 
Prosident, 'Forest Besenrah foalibate, Dehra Dim, awl iha 
answer papers will be sent to him by the Board of Itovcnuo 
for Fnhiation. 

The Board will report to Government tho result of tho 
ph 3 'aical lest and tho examination in English. The President, 
Porest Bcfiearcli Instil uto, will corarauiiicote to Government 
before the 1 5th Buceinbor tho results of tho examination in 
Miithemalics. On receipt of both those results tho Govern- 
ment will annouiico tho names of tho candidates finally 
selected. 

Tt will bo open to the President of tho Forest Research 
Institute, to remove any studont. from the College, if, at any 
time during the course at J)ehra Dun, he i.q found to he 
physicolly unfit, or if after having boou at the collogo for two 
months ho i,s found by the krosidonf. not to possess sullicient 
knowlctlgo of English to enable him to follow tho course 
intelligently, 

(G) Selectod candidates will before deputation bo re- 
quired to undergo practical training for aperiod of six months 
mnder a District Forest Ollicer and will be paid during tho 
period a $Upend of R.s. 50 vnih fixed IrarPlUng allowance of 
Rs. 25 per mcnsoni. They will continue to draw stipend at 
Bs. 50 from tho date on which their training under the 
Distiiot Forest Officer ceases, up to tho date on wliich tlioy are 
formally ndniitfed as students in Iho Debra Dun Collogo. 
Candidates are liable to rojoctiou if tho results of their 
practical training aro such as to hidicato that thoy arc 
unlikely to prove good forost officers. 

(7) Bolord proceeding to Debra candidates will bo re- 
quired tooxoculo a formal agrof'incnt and a socuHty bond 
with two Buretjo.s for Bs. 4,000 that they will' serve the 
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department for at least five years after their rotnrn from 
Dehra. The anreties should no persons residing or owning 
property in British India. 

(S) Selected candidates, while inidor training at Dehra 
Dun, will bo granted a stipend of R.s. 80 per mensom in 
addition to actual expenses for journey by rail, or steamer. 
They will, on returning to Madras duly qualified, be given a 
bonus of Es. 480 to help tliem to pnirliase the oqiiipment 
necessary for thoir work. Candidatos will be paid Ihe usual 
^ travelling allownncos admissible under the Civil Service 
Regulations for joining ihe college at Dehra and for their 
return on successful completion of the two years’ course. 

(9) Candidates who linvo obtained the necessary certi- 
ficates from the Forest Institnto, Dehra Dim, will be posted to 
the Forest Service as Probationary Ifixtra Assistant Conser- 
vators, but they may not bo substantively appointed to the 
Provincial Service until they have seiwed on probation for 
two years and xinti] actual vaciincies in that service arise ; 
their pay during the period of probation shall not oxceed 
Rs. 150 per mensom and if their probationary period is 
extended their pay during the first year of extension shall 
not e.xoeed Rs. 160 por meusoin and Ks. 200 par mensem 
during the remaining period of oxtonsion. During this pro- 
bationary period all prob.ntioners except those who speak one 
of tho vernaculars of the Presidency os thoir motlier tongue 
must pass the tost prescribed in section RS in one of the 
vernaculars of the Pre.sidoncy. 

(10) Any candidate who is not appointed permanently to 
Government service before attaining tho age of 23 may be 
allowed to count ns service towards pen.Bion any period of 
training or probation after attaining that age. 

(11) Rangers of long service and appi’oved merit are 
eligible for promotion to the Provincial Service without any 
farther training. 1171100 so promoted, they will bo oppointed 
first acting on probation and confirincA if found suitable. 

(12) An officer appointed direct to tho Proxunoial Forest 
Service or rangers promoted to that service will, on perma- 
nent appointment, be designated Extra Assistant Conservator- 
and receive pay at Rs. 250 per mensem rising by an annual 
increment of Ks. 20 to Rs. 550. Thoir subsequent promotion 
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to tlse 'grado of Extra Deputy CooserTator will be regulated 
by the provisions of section. 2 1 . 

29. The rules prescribed by the Local Government and 
by tlie Goveriimeni of India to regulate the constitution of, 
admission to, and stndios and disciplijie at the Madras 
Forest College, Ooimbatoro, and the Dehra College, re- 
spectively, are conlamod in appendices Y and VII to this 
Code. The rules issued by the Madras Government on the 
subject of the eufiy into tho Forest Department of native 
non- commissioned officei’s of His Majesty’s Army are given 
in appendix VI. 

30. (3 ) Appointment to the class of Ranger will be made 
either by direct selection of candidates, not in tho depart- 
ment.. or by the promotion of deserving oflicors in the 
department. 

(2) Direct appointments to Uio grado of Rangers will 
ordinarily be given only to candidates who have obtained tho 
Ilighor Standard cerfcificnte at tho Madras Forest College, 

. Coimbatoi'e, or to non-cominissionod otBoers of tho Indian 
Army who are recommended by their Commanding OiBcers 
junder the conditions laid dowm in appendix VI. Nothing in 
'this rule shall, however, debar the Board from appointing 
direct to tho grado of Ranger any candidate Avho may l)o 
found fit, 

(8) Gandidatos obtaining Honours and Higher Standard 
certificates at the Forest College, Coimbtitore, will be 
appointed to the IV and VI grade of Rangers respectively 
hs vacancies occur. But such candidate aviU be regarded as 
on probation for not loss fclinn one year, unless ho has 
already proved hiinsolf fit for range charge. 

(4) . Ap))ointmcnts to the class of Rangers Avhich are 

filled by promotion of officers in tho department will be 
given to Deputy Hangers. In selecting men for such 
promotion the Board shall give due weight to tho educational 
qualifications of tho candidates, to the class of certificate {if 
any) obtained at the Madras Forest College or Delua Dun, 
and to the actual efficiency of tho officer as tested in actual

(5) All oificors except those who speolc ono of the 
vernaculars of tho Presidency as their mother tongue must, 
within three years of the date of appointmont to^ tho Ranger’s 
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class, fiirnisli a certificate of having passed the examination 
prescribed in section 63 in one of the vernaoular langnages of 
the Presidency. 

31 . (1) First appointments to the class of Depnty Banger 
D«paty'”“ will bo given to men of good physique, of not more than 25 
Rannor. yeaus of agc, educatcd up to a standard not less than that of 
the Mati'iculation Examination. 

(2) Deputy Rangers so appointed will be on probation. 
After completing two years’ service, they will bo depnted for 
the coarse of training at the Forest College, Coimbatore, 
being ordinarily promoted before snch depntation to the first 
grade of Deputy Banger on probation. Those who ol}tain 

• the Honours or Higher Standard certificates at the Forest 
College will be confirmed in their appointments with retros- 
pective efiect and will be eligible for promotion to the class 
of Bangers, vida section 30 (3).

— Members of jungle tribes may be exempted 
from conditions (1) and (2). 

(2) Foresters will ordinarily" be recruited only from 
the ranks of Forest Guards. Forest Guards of the first two 
grades who have shown probity and ability in the discharge 
of their duties and have rendered not less than five years’ 
approved service will be eligible for promotion to the class of 
Forester. 

Appoinimcnt* 33? All appointments to the Provincial Forest Service 
vronnctai imA will be made by Government. All appointments to the Suh- 
ISMt’scnico. ordinate’ Forest Service will be made by the Conservator 
BjwhmmaAo. when the salary exceeds Bs. 25 per mensem, and in other 
cases by the District Forest Officer. 
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In considering appHcaf.ions by Enropean or Bast Indian 
candidates for first appointment in ibe Porest Department, 
due ■weight should bo given to the fact of the candidate being 
a volunteer or the son of a volunteer.

42. (1) The promotion of Deputy Rangers and Rangers 
from grade to grade will bo in the main by selection and will 
nob be given, and cannot be claimed, on grounds of seniority 
alone. 

' Promotion of Rangers to grades above the fourth wiU be 
, based more strictly on selection, but an efficient officer should 
not be superseded merely because his Junior is considered 
nloi’e brilliant. 

(2) The appointment of Deputy Rangers and Rangers 
rests with the Conservators, but the promotion of Rangers 
from grade to grade is decided by the Board of Revenue, in 
order to ensure an even flow of promotion throughout the 
Presidency. The Forest Commissioner and the Conservators 
will meet half-yearly and draw up lists of men considered fit 
ior promotion from one m'ndo to another. When a vacancy 
occurs in any circle the Conservator concerned should imme- 
diately report to the Board the dale on which it oocuiTcd. 

On receipt of this intimation of a vacancy, the Board will 
itself make the consequent promotions from the approved list 
and cause the appointments to be gazetted. Conservators 
should he careful to keep the Board informed of any black- 
mark or other bar lo promotion against any Banger whoso 
name is on the approved list and such bar to promotion will 
he noted in the Board's register. Promotions to the first, 
second and third grade Rangers will not bo given to men who 
have not obtained the certificate in Forestry (Highei’ standard) 
at the Imperial College, Debra Dun, or at the Madras Forest 
College, Coimbatore, \uiless(3} they were in the Rangers class 
on 1st January 1897 or (2) in cases of really exceptional 
mei’it. 

(3) When an 'officer returns fx’om duty, the Conser- 
vator of the circle to which he is attached will fill up iiie

Oonservators^for issue of the necessary orders.

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(4) The whole chain of reversions will he filled up hy 
the Conservator despatching the form ; but the Conaervatoi's 
of the ofher circles will be at liberty to revert any officer 
other than the lowest acting officer in each grade in their 
respective circles, should they think fit.

rioSnSN?!, 46. The punishment of officers of the Subordinate Forest 
rreieetiiomfl Servioo and of the members of the ofSoe and temporaty 
iSbieof"*' establishments is regulated as shown in appendix X. 

This appendix also shows by what authority the officers 
of each class arc appointed, promoted or transferred. 

The award of black-marks is governed by the rules in 
appendices X and X-A. 

The black-mark rules in appendix X-A do not apply to 
the clerical ostahlishraent' of the Forest Department, for 
which a less rigid system such as that prescribed in Board’s 
Standing Order 132-1 is more snitable. 
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47. (i) Members of tbe permanenb establishment, may not 
be fined. A subordinate of the temporary staff should 
seldom be fined more than Rs. 2 or Its. 3 and never more than 
a month’s pay. No fine exceeding Rs. 10 maj' be imposed 
without the sanction of the Board. 

(ii) A Copservalor may award a black-mark to any 
subordinate Tvhose appointment or dismissal rests with him. 
A District Forest Officer of his own motion or under orders 
from the Conservator may award a black-mark to any mem- 
ber of the subordinate, clerical or meninl permanent 
eBtablishment, and fine any member of the tomporary 
establishment within his district. A Sub-Divisional Officer 
has the same power over officers of or below tlie rank of 
' Deputy Ranger and. all clerks and menials within his sub- 
division, 

A Range Officer may award a black- mark to Forest 
guards in his range. 

'(iii) The withholding of pay and allowances temporarily 
from subordinates until they comply with orders regarding 
the execution of works, the submission of reports or returns, 
’ or tbe like is prohibited. This prohibition does not extend 
to cases where misappropriation of Government property is 
under investigation and pay or allowances arc withheld as a 
'precautionary measure, nor docs it refer to forfeiture of pay 
, for periods of absence without leave. 

(iv) A half-yearly return of all punishments inflicted 
on 'subordinal PS should be drawn up in each district in 
Form 3, a separate section being allotted for each class of 
. piinisbment ; this return should be carefully scrutinized by the 
Oonseiwator, who is responsible' for seeing that the punish- 
ments inflicted are not oxcessivo or too numerous. 

48. When a Forest Officer is reduced to a lower class or 

grade, his name will, as a rule, be placed nt the bottom of 
the list of officers ' in that class or grade j but should the 
authority ordering his reduction desire, in any special case, 
that the oflicers degracled should be placed in any other 
position in the lower class or grade, the fact should bo clearly 
'stated in the order itself. ‘ 

49. The iutefest8_both of Government and of the public 
service 'require that jno person shall bo dismissed from tbe 
service of Government without the reason for such dismissal 
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being placed on record. Tbo procedure lo be adopted in all 
oases of this nature is stated iu tho extract from the orders 
of Government given below, and groat caro should bo taken 
to see tbnt this procedure is strictly adliorcd to. 

" In all cases of tho disniisbcl of public servants, whether acting 
or tompor.iry or permanent, tho charge ag.iiTiBt n public aomnt should 
ho reduced to writing, his dofcnco .«should bo either taken in or 
reduced to writing, and tho decision on such doleuc-o should also bo , 
in writing. A copy of tho whole of siicli proceedings, should .also be * 
furnislicd to the person dismissed. In many oo'sei the oflicor who 
passes the order of dismixsnl may not bo able to make enquiry hinwcif, 
nndtlie proceedings loading to dismissal would ho conducted by the 
superior oflicor on tho spot. In tho on«o of public .sorvanls who oro 
dismissed in conscquouco of facts or inferences elicited nt n jadicial 
trial or in tho case of persons who nhsootid with an accusation over 
their heads, this procedure may ho uunocc.ssary or impossible.” 

The same procediiro shall be followed where tho reduction 
or other serious putjishmout such as tho award of a black- 
mark of a public servant is likely to follow tho enquiry, 

Tho detailed instructions on tho subject in the Board’s 
St.'inding Order No. 133 should bo followed invariably and 
olosoly. 

50. Criminal prosecutions by tho dopnriracnt of oflicora of 
tho Provincial and Subordinate Porost Scj’viccs may be insti- 
tuted only by the orders of those outliorities who havo tho 
poweis of reduotion and djsmi.ssal, provided that in tho oafee 
of Hangers the orders of tho Board must first bo obtained. 

51. (1) An appeal from any dopavtmeutal order of a 
District Porest Officer lies lo the Conservator. In casw of 
appeals against black-marks or fines tbo oi’ders of the Conser- 
vator shall be finals in other cases a second appeal shall lio 
to the Board of Hovonuo whoso decision shall bo final. 

Prom all orders passed by a Ranger or Sab-Divisional 
Officer an appeal lies to tho District Forest Officer. 

An appeal from all orders passed by a Oonsorvator lies lo 
the Board of Revemw. 

(2) Under the Government petition rules which nro 
printed as appendix XVlI to Board’s Standing Order 
No. 172 ovory officer wishing to appeal or to potition a 
higher authority on any subjeol, must do so through tlio 
head of tho offico Jo which he belongs or belonged. ^ The 
said authority will forward tho potition or appeal to tho 
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officer addressed with such remarks as he may consider 
necessary. 

(3) In all oases of appeal against a departmental order, 
passed under the above sections, the appeal shall be made 
within the limit of time stated below : — 

(i) for appeals to the Board o£ Rcveuuo from 

the orders of a Cousorvator ... 40 dajs. 

(hj for nil other appeals.. SO days. 

It is, however, open to the appellate authority to admit 
appeals presented after the prescribed time, if good and 
sufficient cause is shown for the delay. 


Resignation^ LeavOf etc. 

52. The Government alone have the power to accept the 
resignation of officers of the Imperial and Provincial Forest 
Services. The resignation of any other officer of the Forest 

. Service may be accepted by the authority, in whom is vested 
the power of dismissing the said officer in cases of misconduct, 

53. Under theprovisionsof the Civil Service Eegulations, 
resiguation of the public service entails forfeiture of past 
service, unless the officer resigning is ontitlod by virtue 
of his previous service to a roUring pension, or unless the 
resignation is made in order that tho officer in question may 
take up another appointment, service in which also counts for 
pension. 

Except in cases such as those above iudicated, a written 
statement should always be furnished by the officer resigning 
to the effect that ha understands the consequences of his 
action, and this statement must be taken before the resigna* 
tion is accepted. 

54. Leave of absence may be granted by Government to 
officers of the Imperial and Provincial Forest Services under 
the rules applicable to the branch.of the sorvico to which such 
officers belong. Privilege leave, for periods not exceeding 
one month at a time, may be granted by tho Board of llevonue 
without reference to Government, provided that no substitute 
is required to bo appointed and that no additional expense is 
imposed upon the state. ‘In dealing with apphoations for 
leave, due weight should be given to tho consideration thai 
the woi’k in many forests is confined to particular seasons of 
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fcbo year, and that tho puhlic aervico suffora, when Forest 
OfBcors take loavo during tho working sonson. An ofijoor is 
usuaUy oxpoctod to givli three montha' notice of his intention 
to apply for furlough or oilier long leave, and one month’s 
notice in tlie case of privilege leai o. 

A list of Forest Officers wishing t-n tako leave shall bo 
submitted annually by Oonsor valors to tho Boaitl on the Isb 
January-. 

55. The rules under which selected oflicors of tho Forest 
department may be authomod to study Forestry on the 
Continent of liuropo, at tho public expanse, during their 
absence from India on. furlough, are contained in appendix XI. 

In special ca^os to the circumsfances ot which those rules 
are unsuitable, olficors of tho Indian Forest Service may bo 
granted study leave by tho Government of India under the 
rulos'itt appendix XI-A. 

56. Leave of ahsonco under (he rules may be granted to 
members of tho Subordinate Forest Service ns follows ; — 

(1) If tho pay of tho officer') 
dooh not exrecd Rs, 25 > IJy tho District Forest Offieor. 
por monsoro, )

67. To enable officers holding the ^qubstentive- appoint- 
ment of Assistant Conservator or of Extra* Assistant 
Conservator to qualifiy themselves to pass the examinations 
prescribed in section 61, examination leave for a single period 
not exceeding three months may be granted to them by tie 
Board, Such examination leave may, if the test for which it 
has been granted is successfully passed, either during the 
leave or ivithin three months after its expiry, count as ducy 
qualifying for privilege leave and pension.

Examination leave may only be taken in India. It may 
- not be granted .previously to, or in continuation of, any other 
leave, and no kind of leave, except furlough on medical 
certificate, may he granted in continuation of examination 
leave. 

An officer on examination leave has a lien on his appoint- 
ment (substantive or officiating) and is entitled to leave 
alloivances aS if he were on privilege leave. 

In additioti to the leave above specified, a reasonable time 
will be allowed to officers attending an obligatory examination 
for their jotu'ney to and from the place of such examir.ation 
and the time fo spent as well ns the day or days of examina- 
tion shall be counted as “ duty ” ; provided that such officers 
give a week’s previous notice of the date from which they 
propose to avail themselves of such leave to the authority or 
officer to whom they are immediately subordinate. 

An officer permitted to present himself at any examination 
which must bo passed before he becomes eligible for a higher 
appointment in the Forest Department may be allowed by 
the Board, leave of absence for the number of days which is 
actually necessary to enable him to attend the examination. 
During this absence, which is expected to be short, no deduc- 
tion will he made from the officer’s allowances, unless the 
Board finds such deduction necessary to enable it to make 
arrangements for carrying on tb© work. Such leave should 
not be allowed more than twice for each examination. 

Permission to appear at an optional examination carries 
with it the grant of “ joining time ” (excluding the time 
allowed for preparation) to and from the place of examination 
besides leave for the day or days of examination. 

68. Head Clerks of District Forest Offices, iManagers and 
seriond Clerks of Conservators’ offices and all Accountants 
are required to pass a Departmental test in the Forest Code 
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and Acoonnts and, oxoopt in tlia case of those vrho have 
akcady passed the Revenue Test, Higher or Lower grade, in 
the Board’s Standing Orders noted in section 66, and will 
be subject to half-yearly examinations till they pass. 

The examinations will ordinarily bo held in January and 
July.

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MANAGEMENT AND ’\VORKING OP THE FORESTS. • 


Part I.— General. 

71. The notification under eectaon 16 of the Forest Act 
(Madras Aofc V of 1882) declaring that a certain area will, 
on a fixed date, become a reserved forest, is published in the 
Port St. George and District Gazettes, and the boundaries of 
the reserve so created^ the rights admitted at settlement, and 
the date, on which the notification will come into force, ane 
detailed therein.' Copies of such notifications and of all 
notifications which have been issued under section 25,' should 
be kept for each Eorest district in a bound volume to be 
called the Register of Reserved Forests, and each notification 
should be numbered consecutively, according to tho date on 
which it takes effect. Bach reserved forest will occupy 
several pages of Ihe volume, so as to afford space for additions 
and corrections. It is desirable that a sketch map on n small 
scale should form part of tho record of each reserve. 

All subsequent orders sanctioning changes in the consti- 
tution of any reserve, as well as all orders under section 18 
or section 21 of the Forest Act, granting further rights 
within the reserve, should bo embodied in the same volume 
under tlie reserve to which they relate. 

72. The Register of Besorved Forests will be maintained 
' in each District Forest office ; copies will be maintained in 

Ihe Conservator’s office, and in the Office of the Board of 
Revenue. The numbering of notifications in each district 
will be done by the District Forest Officer, and will be 
communicated by him to tho Board and the Oonsorvator. 

’ Registers already written up in' the form proscribed in 
paragraph 63 of the Forest Code, Ist edition, need not be 
dispensed with, but 'the printed settlement notifications 
should, as far as possible, be substituted for the manuscript 
description of boundaries.^ 

73. In the case of forests, for which wOrking-plans have 
not yet been prepared, a separate “ Reserve- book ” wiU be 
maintained for each area of forest likely to form a working- 
Oirole, whether it be a reserved, forest, 'part of a reserve or 
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GebxraI/ — eontimed. 

group of reserves, information being recorded separ.ntely, as 
lar as possible, for each reserved forest in the case of groups, 
under ihe headings and instructions given in this and the 
following section. This book should be opened by the 
District Forest Officer as soon as the notification under 
section 16 of the Act has issiiod and should contain the 
printed orders of Government, sanctioning the constitution 
of the reserve and the Gazette notification under section 16 
of the Act. No entry should be made, except under the 
authority of the District Forest Officer in each case. The 
"Reserve-book ” should contain the loHowing information ; — 

(a) A doscriptivo annlyate o£ the forest ; 

(&) Description of final detiiarcation, mtU statement of cost 
and explanation, if the lino laid down deviates in any 
way from the sanctioned boandary; 

(c) A record of lines of communications opened, nitli cost 
thereof and other information ; . 

(<?) A record of cnitacal operations, na well ns works of improTe- 
menb, with rosoUs ; 

(o) Record of fire-protective measurcB with their onnnal 
results; 

S A record of establishment maintained ; 

I Annual summary of revenue and exoenditure ; 

[h) Inspection notes by District Poro-t Officer and Conservator 
(i) Any other information bearing upon the working or 
management of tho reserve. 

Sevonl pages must bo left blank under etich of the above 
items, so that tho Reserve- book may, in course of time, contam 
a complete history of the forest and may furnish all tile 
information required for the compilation of a regular 
working-plan. 

Similar hooks may, if practicable, ho kept for leased or 
protected forests, under the control of tho Forest Department. 

When a working-plan has been prepared and sanctioned, 
tho Reserve-book need be no longer maintained as the 
Control book takes its place (section 88).

74. A detailed record of the actual yield of the forest, 
including all forest prod.uce shall bo entered monthly from 
Forms Nos. 7, 8, 13, and .8 in Form No. 4 in 'which an 
abstract shall also he entered at tho close of the Forc.st year. 
A copy of this abstract shall bo entered in the Reserve-book. 
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75. In each Forest district the District Forest Officer 
■svi'll keep n permanent Dote-book, in -wbioh he ■will, from time 
to time, record all noteworthy occorrences bearing on the 
management and improvement of the forests of his district, 
and his suggestions for their future administration ; the 
results of his observations regarding the habits and ■waTits of 
important species of trees ; and further matters -which, in his 
opinion, it is desirable to record. This note-book -will be 
styled the Disiriot Forest Noie-hook. 

The object of this note-book is to maintain in a permanent 
forA a running history of forest matters in each district, 
based upon continuous local observation. In respect of 
particular forests the note-book should not contain matter 
that has already been recorded in the Reserve-book, but 
may, if necessary, refer to the said record. 

The note-book should be large enough to contain notes 
.for a number of years j it should be taken into camp (but not 
as a rule into the forests during inspection) so that entries 
may ho made in it whilst facts are fresh in the District Forest 
■ Officor’s mind. 

The book is not to be maintained in diary form but as a 
reference book of general information in -which a newly- 
posted District Forest Officer can find at once information on 
various .subjects without being compelled to wade through 
pages of mixed material. 

Entries should be made under various heads and sub- 
heads, to each of which one or more pages should be assigned. 
The following are the principal heads required, but the list is 
not' exhaustive and the District Forest Officer should enter 
any information of general interest or utility : — 

Cl) List of reserves (by Ranges, -with areas and dates of final 
notifications). ' 

(2) last of roads (length, when constructed, gravelled, metalled 

or earth). 

(3) List of buildings (nocommodation, cost, date of oon-

The District Forest Note-book should always be inspected 
by the Conservator when visiting the district, and the date 
of this inspection, with such remarks as the Conservator mnj' 
wish to place on record, should be duly entered therein. 

76. A similar note-book should be maintained by each 
Sub-divisional Officer, <ind should be inspected from time to 
timo by the District Forest Officer. 

77. A note-book will also bo kept by each officer in charge 
of a Eange and will be called the Porcst Range Noie-looi. 
This should contain information of the same nature as the 
District Forest Note-book, but should be con Rued to a record 
of observations and facts likely to prove useful in the prepara- 
tion of W orking-Plans. In this note-book will be entered, at 
such intervals of time as may be prescribed by the Conservator, 
a price list exhibiting the current market rates, at which the 
various descriptions of timber and other forest produce are 
sold at different places in or near the Range, as well as the 
results of forest auctions and other sales. 

There will bo a column for dates and each entry^will be 
dated as it is made. The Forest Range Note-book will bo 
luspeotod, from time to timo, by the Sub-divisional Officer, 
the District Forest Officer or the Conservator, and an entry' 
made by each officer of any remarks he may have to make. 

78. Whenever plantations are made on a large scale, the 
Conservator may^ prescribe a separate 'note-book for each 
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plantation. In-^hia book sbouW be recorded the date of each 
inspection by a Superior Officer, and the observations made 
at each inspection. 

79. The note-books prescribed in the foregoing sections 
will be supplied by the Superintendent of Stationery and are 
'the property of Government (vide section 24A). 

On tbe occasion of Iransfei’s of charge, those note-books 
will be Landed over with the other records of the district, 
Sub-division, or Range, and should be specially mentioned in 
the transfer report. 

' 80. In each district the following maps will be maintained 
and one or more copies of each should* be mounted in book 
form : — 

(1) A District Forest reference map on the scale of 4 miles to 

the inch, showing all reserves, roads, forest buildings and 
stations, Range divisions, and other items affecting the 
administration of the forest. 

(2) A Range Forest reference map, posted as above, but in 

greater detail, and showing names of hills and streams, 
minor forest stations, each as forest guards’, permit 
officers’, and tannabdars’ head-quarters, ote. 

(3) Separate maps for each reserve, showing topographical 

features and all enclosures, rights of way, forest roads and 
stations, compartment and coupe lines, names of hills, 
streams, oto. Reserves that adjoin one another may, if 
desirable, be shown on ono and tbo samo sheet. 

(4) Separate worhing-oirole maps on such scale as may be found 

suitable in each case. 

In the case of Nos. (2) and (3) the scale of the maps, not 
supplied by the survey of India, must vary according to 
requirements, the ordinary scale being 1 and 4 inches to the 
mile respectively. 

It is the duty of the District Forest Officers to see that 
all alteration of boundaries, enclosures, all new roads and 
buildings, etc., are promptly entered in the head-quarter 
maps, from which the camp copies. Range and other maps, 
must ho posted, at least annually (vide appendix X2XV). 

81. The Presidency Forest Atlas is compiled from the 
district forest reference maps inferred to in the preceding 
"section, and is maintained in the offices of the Government, of 
the-Board of Revenue and of the Superintendent of Forest 
Surveys, Dehra Dun. Each Conservator should maintain the 
atlas, as far as it relates to his oym Girclo, '

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The Dislrict Forest roferonoe maps should ho corrected 
annually up to the 30th June, and will bo forwarded to tho 
Conservator of the Circle before tho 1st August following; the 
atlas in tho Conservator’s' office will then be correctly posted 
and the district maps will be returned. The Conservator of 
Forests, Central Oii'cle, is entrusted with the duty of posting 
the serernl copies of tlio atlas in npo in tho head-quarter 
offices montionod abovb. For this purpose tho Consoiwators 
of Forests, Northern, Southern and Western Circles, should 
forward tho corrected copies of their atlases to the Central 
Circle Office before tho 1st October of each year, when tho 
nocessaiy corrections will bo ihade in tlie remaining copie‘». 

82. At a convenient period before tho date fixed for the 
submission of the budget, the District Forest Officer shall 
prepare, in oonsultation with the Collector, an Annuel Plan 
of Opei ations for the next ensuing financial year. This 
Annual Plan shall bo written in tbree columns, the first 
showing the last sanctioned Annual Plan, the second any 
revision thereof which has subsequently been found necessaiy 
and tho third tho Annual Plan for tho next ensuing year. 

The llango being the unit of the administration, tlio plan 
of operations should deal with each Enngo separately. 

Wherever a working-plan has boon framed, the. Annual 
Plan of Operations must bo based upon the prorisions of the 
working-plan. Whoi’e no working-plan e,\’ist8, and until 
such plan is made, tho Annual Plan of Oporalions mn.st be 
based on the general principles of Forest Conservancy. It 
is a matter of tho fii’st importance to fix the maximum animal 
yield, and this limit must not be exceeded without the special 
6.anciion of tho Conservator. The quantity of timber to bo 
out and of other material to bo taken out of a foro.st should 
bo regulated so as to ensure tho maintenance of tho forest in a 
state of continuous and, if possible, of increasing produc- 
tiveness. It should, as far as possible, provide for the demands 
of the surrounding population, in the matter of timber supply, 
of fuel, or of pasturage, and for tlio requirements of other 
Grovernment Departments and of tho trade. It is not, how- 
ever, necessary that the yield should be uniform during a 
series of years, and it may often bo found expedient to 
arrange for an intermittent yield. 

Guided by these considerations, the Annual Plan of 
Operations should provide for fellings, thinnings, export of 
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foi’esfc produce, blie grazing of eatfcle, protoclion against fire, 
and tlie execution of works of reproduction and improvement. 

The exercise of all rights which, have beon recorded at 
settlement will necessarily be provided for in these plans. 

When the Collector has approved the Annual Plan of 
Operations, he will forward it to the Cbnaervator. The 
Conservator shall not modify tho Annual Plan as approved 
by the Collector without first ascertaining tho Collector’s 
views' on the proposed modifications In all matters concern- 
ing- the external relations of tlie Department with the com- 
munity, such as the provision of grazing, the supply of timber 
for agricnllural and domestic use, the provision of firewood 
and the like, the opinion of the Collector shoald ordinarily 
prevail. If, however, the Collector and the Conservator are 
unable to agree, the Collector shall refer the matter for the 
orders of the Board of Revoune, through the Consorvator. 

The Plan of Operations must contain detailed rates for 
' all proposed oi-dinary expenditure and the approximate 
anticipated cost of all capital works proposed. 

The Budget will be framed upon the basis of tho Annual 
Plan of Operations. 

The responsibility of carrying out the Plan of Opera- 
tions will rest entirely ivith the District Forest Officer. No 
deviation from the plan may be introduced without due 
sanction as provided above. 

63. A ‘ Working-Plan’ is a written arrangement sane- Avoiung 
tioned by proper authority for the systematic treatment of a 
forest, the object being to ensure continuity of action by 
officers in charge and also to provide against the deterioration 
and for the improvement of the capital (or total producing 
stock) while working out what represents the interest (or 
average annual increase) in an orderly, useful and economic 
manner, 

A ‘ Working Circle ’* is, as a rule, an area subjected to Vr'erkmR 
one and the same cultural treatment, and which it is pro- ’ 

posed to exploit separately, by means of distinct series of 
operations. Exceptionally, where the composition and distri- 
bution of the crop render this advisable, a working circle for 
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■which a definite method of treatment is prescribed may 
overlap portions or the •whole of other ■working circles for 
which other distinct methods of treatment are proscribed. 

A working-plan may bo made oat only for the area of one 
working circle or it may bo made out for a larger area which 
may contain several working circles, e.g,, some working circles 
may bo sot apart for purely sylvicultural operations, some for 
grazing, some for browsing, some for supply of implements 
and leaf manure or fodder aud some for two or more of these 
objeots combined. It is intended that the whole area of 
reserved forests , in every district should bo divided into 
working circles and brought witliin the prescriptions of 
working-plans. When a working-plaa deals with more than 
one working circle, special prescriptions for the method of 
treatment, fellings, etc., to be adopted in each working cii'cle 
must ha laid down soparatelj' in the working-plan. 

The time chosen for any proposed cycle* of operations is 
known as the ‘ Eotation.’ 

By the terra ‘ Possibility’ of a forest is meant tbo average 
annual yield which can bo taken from the forest without 
infringing on the capital slock. This ‘Possibility’ may bo 
calculated by area (so many acres to be felled) as in the case 
of coppice, or by volume (so many cubic feet to bo felled) or 
by number of exploitable trees, as in the case of high forest. 

A * Block’ is a main dmsion of n forest. Its boundaries 
will usually follow the natural features of tbo country, 

‘ Compartments ’ aro smaller divisions. Where a forest 
is divided into compartments, their boundaries, as a rule, 
should be either natural features — such as streams, spurs, or 
ridges — or existing laud-marks — such as roads, rides, fire- 
lines, etc. The detailed analysis aud descriptions of a forest 
may necessitate the formation of sub-compartments j but the 
boundaries of these more minute snb-di^visions should not ho 
permanently marked out on tbo ground. 

A ‘ Coupe ’ is the area set aside to bo operated on in a 
single year, aud may constitute a permanent sub-division of a 
forest. A ‘Working Cirolo’ may comprise according to 
convenience of working one or more series of coupes. Where 
more than one succession of conpos has been prescribed, the 
term ‘ Felling series ’ may usefully be employed. 

Bloch should be indicated by local names, compartments 
by Arabic numbers, sub-eotajpartments by small letters and 
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coupes by Homan numbers. Thus Bolapalle IV, 18, c 'would 
indicate coupe No. IV, being sub-compartment c of compart- 
ment No. 18, in Bolapalle block. 

A working circle may contain several blocks. It will be 
distinguished by a name descriptive of the purpose for which 
it is formed and the Range or'other area with which it deals, 
e.g-, the Nodar coppice working circle. 

84. A “ Working-Plan Officer ” is an officer responsible 
for drawing up or revising a working-plan and may be an 
officer specially appointed for the purpose or a local officer. 
In drawing up or revising a working-plan he will bo entirely 
subordinate to the Conservator, 

Before a working-plan is commenced, however, the 
* location ' of the working circle or circles to be dealt with 
»must be roughly settled, and at this stage the Collector’s 
opinion and wishes shall be put on record in writing, specially 
on the provision of areas for grazing or browsing and for 
supply of local requirements in timber, fuel, leaf-manure, etc. 

After the * location * of the working circle or circles has 
been settled, the working-plan officer sh^nll make a “ working- 
plan reconnaissance,” i.e., a carefnl inspection of the forest 
followed by a report containing — 

(i) a short description of the area of the forest for 
which it is proposed to prepare a working-plan ; 

(iij short notes on previous working, management and 
reproduction ; 

(iii) remarks on demand which exists or may be 

expected ; 

(iv) a general outline of his proposals to meet the 

demand for grazing and forest produce, indicating 
therein and on a map the working circle or 
working circles to be formed ; 

(v) general proposals as regards the accuracy and 

details required for Qie preparation of the 
working-plan, whether valuation surveys will be 
required and if so, in wbat degree of detail,' 
with the method of treatment to be adopted and 
whether the portion of the working-plan which 
relates to sylvicultural treatment is to be based 
on area, material with, area, or material only. 
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Tho report of this working-plan reconnaissance shall be 
sent to the Conservator through tho Colloctoi* who will have 
this opportunity of seeing whether duo efl'ect has been given 
to his ■wishes in regard to tho provision for grazing or other 
local requii'emonts. ^ 

Tho Conservator will return it with his orders regarding 
tho elaboration and completion of tho working-plan. If, 
however, ho should consider that tho conditions imposed by 
tho Collector 08 regards grazing or otbor provision for, local 
requirements will render the sylvicnlturaltrealment proposed 
for any working circle impossible, he will, before passing 
orders, take tho orders of the Board of Bovenno as to which 
of these considerations is to givo way to the other. 

85. The working-plan shall then be drawn up upder the 
instructious of tho Conservator and when approved by the 
latter, shall bo submitted to the Board oi Revonuo for 
sanction, accompaniod by a short tabulated resumd of its 
proscriptions. In special cases, where it is desirable that the 
working-plan should bo tested by actual worldng before 
formal sanction is accorded the Conservator may postpone 
the submission of tho plan to tho Board, and arrange with the 
District Forest Officer for the working of tho area on the pro- 
posed lines for such period not exceeding throe years as he 
may think fit. 

Tho Conservator may consult tho Inspector-General of 
Forests direct with regard to tochnital points at any period 
of tho proceedmgs for the formation of a working-plan, and 
tho Inspector-General ■will also answer any similar references 
on tectoical matters from the Board of Eovenue. Tlie more 
formal and detailed references, however, and especially such 
as may necessitattf personal inspection by the Inspector- 
General, should be submitted through Government — ^vide 
appendix XIII. 

86. (i) Tho working-plan report should, as far as possible, 
be drawn up in the following form : —

(ii) The year for -whioli operations are prescribed, will, 
as a rule, be the financial year. 

(iii) The amount of detail requisite in the compilation 
of the working-plans will depend upon the demands which 
are made on the forests, the nature and value of the produce 
removed from them, and the other purposes which they are 
to fulfil, 

(iv) Where the demand exceeds or even equals the 
possible outturn, working-plans must be jjrepared with the 
greatest minuteness, and everything must be arranged so 
as to obtain the highest outturn which the forest is capable 
of returning under tho most careful management. Where on 
the other hand, the demand is as yet below the ordinary 
capability of the forest, a more simple and expeditious 
procedure may be followed. 

(v) With*a view to bringing all important forests, for 
whose produce a demand exists or is likely to arise in the 
near future under systematic management as soon as possible, 
the first working-plans may be of a simple description and 
based on such data as may be readily obtainable to be 
succeeded by more accurate plans as the detailed information 
required for their preparatron becomes available. 

(vi) The officer who prepares a working-plan will be 
held responsible for the accuracy of the statistical informa- 
,tion it contains ; provided that in cases where the conditions 
are such that the collection and record of such information 
can safely be entrusted to his subordinates, the names of such 
subordinates shall be mentioned in the Working- plans Heperfc. 
The Working-plans Officer must, under any circumstances, 
make a personal inspection of all portions of the area dealt 
with, wnich it is proposed to exploit under the provisions of 
the plan, ^d satisfy himself that all information, however 

' collected, in respect of such portions is accurdte. ^ 

87. When a working-plan has received the sanction of 
the Bpard of Eevenue, no deviation shall take place from its

Slight deviations not amounting to a revision of the principles 
adopted, in deficit of prescribed working either of material or area, may 
be sanctioned bj' the Conservator, who will subsequently report the 
matter to the Board oE Revenue. .

ing, including all the purposes for which a working 
owcle is utilized. 

(б) Form No. 6 — a record of works of reproduction and 

improvement. 

(o) A Control Journal in the fom presoribod in appendix 
XIV.

(ii) The entries in Forms Nos. 5 and 6 will be made 
monthly unless the Conservator otherwise directs and annual ‘ 
abstracts, of Form No, 5 will be entered both in the form itself 
and in the Control Journal under the various sub-heads of 
“ Yield and Working.” 

(iii) In the case of fellings being below the quantity, 
permitted to be removed under the working-plan, the balance 
should (unless the contrary be ordered by the Board of 
Revenue, in which case the orders should be quoted in the 
“ Remai'ks ” column) be brought forward as the balance 
available to be removed in the following year, in addition to 
the roguhu’ provision for that year. Should tlie fellings have 
exceeded or fallen short of the provisions of tho working-plan, 
the authority under which the devia-tion has been permitted 
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(section 87)^111 be quoted in tbo column of “ Eemarks.” 
Anj- felling in excess (vrlittber of material or area) of the 
provisions of the plan will, if so ordered, bo deducted from 
the quantity prescribed for tbe fellings of future years. 

(iv) Tbe record of works of reproduction and improve- 
ment will sboAV in a summary form all steps taken towards 
fire-conservanoy, cutting of creepers, planting and sowinsr, 
erection of buildings, opening of communications, etc. Should 
the prescribed tvorks not be completed dining the year, the 
balance left undone will be entered in Form No. 6, as work to 
bo carried out during the following year, in addition to the 
regular provisions of the working-plan. 

(v) No control statement .should refer to more than one 
working-plan, and if move than ono working circle be dealt 
with in one working-plan, separate entries should bo made 
for each working circle. 

(vi) The control of the due carrying out of the prescrip- 
tions of working-plans rests with the Conservator to whom 
the District Forest Officer shall submit yearly by the 15th 
May — 

(а) An abstinefc of Form No. 6. 

(б) An abstract of Form No. 8. 

(c) Oopiot of tho entiies made during tlie jear in the 
Control Journal. 

Tho Oonservator will e.xamine thoso returns and bring to 
tbo notice of the Board any deviations he may detect, for tho 
issue of the necessary orders.

. 89. Tlio produce of all fellings must appear either in 
Form No. 7, No. S, No. 13 or No 18. 

Tho “ gross yield ” of a forest is tho ioinl volume (in cubic 
feet, solid) or quantity of all produce felled or cut, whether 
removed and utilized or not. The “ outiurn ” or net yield 
comprises such portion of the gi’oss yield as lias been or will 
be utilized. ‘

Wastage or material whicli cannot be ntiliEed will be 
written off (vide section 108) in Forms Nos. 9 and 10. The 
outtnrn of all other fellings must appear in Form No. 13 
or No. 18. 

90 . Under the system of Government working two classes 
of depots will be established — 

(1) Forest depots ; and 

(2) Sale depots. 

In some cases special plots will, from time to time, be 
selected by the District Forest Officer as forest depots, but 
where this is not done, the areas in which the fellings have 
been made will be considered as such depots. 

All places at which timber or other forest produce is 
habitually stored for sale are called sale depots. No such depot 
shall be opened or closed without the approval of the Collector 
and Conservator. 

91. The following general rules are framed to regulate 
the registers and returns required from either class of depot. 
These rules may be modified by the Conservator, so as to 
meet the special requirements of any particular depot. In the 
case of forest depots, it may often be desirable to simplify 
the registers of receipts and disposals, and the Conservator 
may issue instructions accordingly. 

92 . The gross yield of all timber fellings by Govern- 
ment agency will be shown in Form No. 7 — the outturn being 
transferred to Forms Nos. 8 and 10. The gross yield of all 
other fellings by Government agency will appear in Forms 
Nos. 8 'and 10. As the timber and other forest produce 
reaches a forest or sale depot, it will be shown in the register 
of receipts (Form No. 8), and on its despatch or disposal in 
the register of disposals (Form No. 9), The depot number in 
column 5 of Form No. 9 must correspond with the number 
in column 1 of Form No. 8. Separate registers should, as a 
rule, be kept for each description of produce — such as, 

(o) Timber, including drift and waif wood, 

(b) Bamboos, 

(c) Fuel, and 

(d) Other forest produce. 

Form No. 8 should be closed and the balance om. hand 
brought forward to a fresh account on the Ist July of each 
year. 
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AcoonsTS OF Timber and othbii Stock, eto. — continued. 

, 93. When trees are logged or otherwise converted into 

timber, each piece shall be immediately marked with the 
number of the tree and letter of the log or scantling, and, 
when received in a sale depot, the depot number shall also be 
conspicuously marked on each piece, which will bo separately 
entered in the depot register, measured and carefully 
arranged. The measurements of the logs must be entered 
directTy they have been taken charge of in the depot. 
Scantlings, if of nniform measurement, may be registered in 
lots and each piece will be marked with the depot mark. 

Logs and scantlings, when sold, will bo marked with the 
sale mark. 

In fuel sale depots, the receipts in Form No. 8 are shown in 
tons and the form must be balanced at Ihe closo of each day’s 
transactions — the heaiiiugsof columns G — 10 being altered as

Wlien any forest produce is moved from ono depot to 
anothw it shall bo accompanied by a detailed invoice in 
duplicate, the receiving Dopot-keoper shall sign and return 
one copy of the invoice to the despatching depot and file tho 
duplicate with his accounts.

94 . The following vetnrns will bo submitted monthly from

"Forest Officer : — 

Form No. 10. — ^Receipts and issues of timber and other produce. 

Form No. ll.—Salos of tiinbor and other produce, including 
drift and waif wood. 

The officer in charge of the depot ■will certify at the foot 
of Form No. 10, that the amount of tim'ber and other produce 
entered as balance on the day of submission is correct. 

A monthly summary will be prepared in the District 
Forest office of all the rotnrns in Form No. 10 received from 
Range Officers.' Bach description of produce ■will be grouped 
together, and the numbers and quantities will be totalled 
separately. The receipts and issues of forest depots will be 
shown separately from thoso of sale depots. 

95'. Form No. 11 will show the sales, the proceeds of which 
aro credited under Revenue head I, and so much under head 
III as is obtained by tho sale of drift and waif wood and 
confiscated forest produce collected by Government agency. 

Tho entries in this form will consequontly compiise all 
disposals by sale of timber and other produce shown in 
Form No. 10, the totals for forest depots and sale depots being 
shown separately. 

96. From di.stricts where drift timber operations are of 
sufficient importance, separate returns may be required in 
Forms Nos. 10 and 11. 

97. The stock at eacli sale depot must be counted 
periodically at such intervals as the Conservator, may direct, 
the depot books being balanced at the time of counting. 
A special report of each taking of stock must be submitted 
to the Conservator — vide also section 210. 

98. A bill book in triplicate form (Form No, 19) shall 
be used for all credit sales of timber and other produce from 
depots and for cash transactions of such magnitude that the, 
details cannot bo entered in Form No. 20 * which is a receipt 
book in triplicate fonn for receipts of money paid. On 
each transaction taking place, the bill or receipt should be

given to the purchaser, -while a copy is forwarded to the 
Range OlEcer for submission to the Bistrict Forest^ Officer, 
with his monthly accounts, and the counterfoil will form the 
depot copy. 

The pages of both of the above books must be numbered 
before the}’’ are supplied to the depot. 

The issue of receipts in manuscript is proliibitcd. A 
notice to the effect that such receipts ought not to bo 
^accepted by purchasers must bo exhibited both in English 
and in vernacular in some conspicuous place in each depot. 

99. For all timber oj- other forest produce sold othcr- 
■^vise thau from forest or sale depots, a permit must he given 
hyitho persons aiithoj'izod to grant it before any of the 
aforesaid produce con ho removed by the purchasor. This 
permit will, in general, he issued only after payment in full 
of all dues, Tlie form of the -permit may be altered by 
Conservators under tho orders of the Board of Rovonno as 
circumsfcanoos may require. 

100. All timber and other produce cut, collected and 
removed fi*om the forests by consumers and purchasers will be 
entered in a monthly staloment prepared in Form No. IS. 

Form No. 13 will show all sales of which tho proceeds are 
credited under Revenue head II, arranged and totalled in 
horizontal linos under their re.spoclive sub-heads. 

10 1 » All items of revenue, including those .shown in 
Forms Nos, 11 aud 13, which ai’o not fully realized daring the 
month, will be entered in detail in Form No. 1 1 (Oulstamlings 
on account of Revenue). 'Pho return for Alaroh in encli 
year -will be ncoonipanicd by a brief explanation, of the cir- 
cumstances under whicli each item of revenue, which has 
been outstanding for six months or more, remains unadjusted. 

If any outstanding revenue becomes irreoovorablo, the 
' Board of Revenue should be addressed for sanction to write 
it off if the amount exceeds Rs. 200. Consei’vafcors of Forests 
are auilioiized to write off irrecoverable revenue up to 
Its. 200 in each case. When sanction of tho proper authority 
is received, the amount should bo entered in Form No. 14, in 
the column ‘ Recoveries during tho month,' a reference being 
made in tho ‘ Remarks ’ column to the sanction under which 
tho entry is made.

Whoa leases are granted for certain fixed periods for the 
oolloclion of produce, the whole amount of the lease should 
be shown in Form No. 14 as outstanding, and full details 
must bo given in the Remark column slating the dates on 
which insbalmonts are payable. But in the case of leases 
w'hich are granted at a fixed amount per annum, only the 
amount due for one ffoar should be shown as outstanding in 
this form. An estimate shonld, whenever practicable, be made 
of the quantity of produce removed, and the total estimated 
quantity should be .shown in Form No. 13 once only, when 
the amount of the lease appears in column 6 of that form.

Collectors are empowered in cases of poverty or 
special calamity or in other exceptional cases to issue free 
grants to village communities or private individuals up to an 
aggregate value of R 5 . 1,000 and Bs. 200 respectively.

on their own responsibility to village oornmnnities up to 
an aggregate value of Rs. 250 and to private individnala 
up to Rs. 50 in each case ; larger grants should receive the 
approval of the Collector ; as also all grants proposed by other 
District Forest Officers. In' similar cases, the Revenue 
Divisional Officers are empowered to sanction free grants of 
similar or other produce of unreserved lands only to village 
communities up to an aggregate value of Rs. 100 and to 
private individuals up to Rs. 60 in each case. They should 
forward a copy of their order in each case to the District 
Forest Officer to enable him to enter the grant in a register 
maintained, under this section. 411 free grants should, if ' 
possible, be supplied from unreserved lands, and, when this 
is not possible, from the nearest working circle provided 
that the provisions of the working-plan shall not be 
contravened without the sanction of the Board of Revenue. 

All applications for a free grant should state the money 
value of the grant applied for, and if they exceed the Collec- 
tor’s powers of sanction, should be submitted to the Board 
through the Conservator. 

Every free grant for the construction of a railway or 
tramway must be reported at once to the Government. 

All free grants will be entered in a register (Form hTo. 18), 
Produce removed by right-holdei's or under privileges granted 
by Government should, if possible, be shown.in the same form, 
the nature of the right or privilege being shown in the remark 
column. An extract from this register should be submitted 
to the Conservator tkrough the Collector at the end of each 
forest year. 

XoTE. — A Collector or Uirisianal Offirer cannot make, under tko nbovo mles, eepn. 
rate gronte at one time to e iiamber ot inditridnsl uombere of a village to on aggregate

, whole. Grants mode on any one ocoeelon to aoveriil private individuals for a common 
piiipiKO ebonid bo considered as made to scotinns of the oommnnity in their collective 
ospacity and the powers of sanction ezorcisod accordingly.

104. A register (Form No. 21) of all receipts and dis- 
posals of stores, tools and plant shall he maintained in each 
District Forest office.' This register must ho written upas 
stock is received or disposed of, and will be closed and 
balanced at the end of each forest year, when the figures will

All articles of stoclc must be priced annually within 
market rates but never beyond cost price, and iho rates 
beinpr thus fi.Tod, the aggregate of the values assigned 
accordingly to the different articles in store shall make up 
the sura held at debit of stock in the books, the differenco 
between the value thus . obtained and the existing book 
value being treated as loss that has occun’ed during the 
year by depreciation. As regards forest buildings their cost 
price less depreciation as estimated by the District Forest 
Officer should be entered, os many such buildings have no 
market value. The totals representing the balance in stock 
at the close of the j'ear witli the existing value will then be, 
oarried forward in the register as tlie opening balance of the 
succeeding year. In this manner it will be easy for the 
District F^orest Officer to calculate at any time during the 
year the value of stock on band, and the inspection of these 
registers by Conservators will be facilitated. 

A similar register will also be kept in the office of each 
Conservator, who will prescribe the form of register to be 
kept in Range offices. 

The District Forest Officer should further maintain 
separate registers (Form No. 22) of stores issued to e.sch 
Range under his charge. A list of the stores issued should 
accompany each issue and should be returned to the District 
Forest, office with the receiving officer's signature. These 
lists will bo numbered to correspond with the entries in Form 
No. 22 and on being retuinod should bo filed with that 
register. TSe District Forest Officer should take his register 
with him when inspecting the Range and should check the

Every such transaction, of which the value exceeds 
Bs. 1,000, should bo reported to tho Boerd of Bevenue, 
through the Conservator ; and if the value exceeds Rs. 10,000, 
tho previous sanotinn of Government should be obtained. 
Departmental sales of firewood on credit to Eailway Com- 
panies are exempted from the operation of this rule.

Conservators may also transfer live-stock, stores, tools or 
plant from one Forest District to another within their re- 
spective charges, transfers from one Girolo to another being 
made by the Board of Boveuuo.

Permit forms lyhich have no value impressed on them, 
should bo treated as ordimary stores, their value being esti- 
mated vrith reference to the cost of paper and printing. 

Conservators of Forests and the i^’orest Commissioner are 
empowered to sanction the sale or dismantloment of forest 
buildings when the book value of the bnildings does not 
exceed Rs. 2,500 and Rs. 5,000 respectively. Before sale is 
ordered, the Collector of the district should be consulted as 
to whether the building is required for any department of 
Government. 

109. In fixing the value of property to be written off, 
the following rules should bo observed : — 

For timber and other produce, the market value is to 
be the guide.

Part I.— Classification of Revenue and 
Expenditure. 

i lO. All revoDUo and expenditure will bo classified in 
accordance witli the arrangement of the' following table. 
The expenditnro is grouped under the two main heads : 
'A — Conservancy and Works ’ .and ‘B — Establishment.’ 

'I'he various divisions of Bovenue and of the two main 
heads of Expenditure indicated by Roman numerals (I, II, 
III, etc.) are called ‘budget heads’ and the sub-divisions 
of any budget head are styled ‘ sub-heads.’ 

The term * major head * is used in accounts to cover all 
Forest Revenue and ExjTenditui'o as distinguished from Land 
Revenue, etc., while the term ‘ minor head ’ is synonymous 
with ‘ budget head.* 

Refunds of forest revenue should bo charged to major 
head * 3 —Refunds and drawbacks ’ irrespective of the year 
in which the revenue is credited.

only gradually in cast returns or in local benefits of anotter 
kind, sucb as the increase of the TPater-Pupply, protection 
against storms, erosion, or land-slips. Each proposal for 
such expenditure must bo regarded as involving capital 
outlay, and must in the first instance be vrorked out in full 
detail, to show that aU the measures have been carefully 
considered beforehand, and that the result is likely to he 
ultimately profitable to snoh a degree as to justify the outlay. 

Part II.— Budg'et Estimates. 

120. Annual budget estimates for the financial year will 
be prepared ' by the District Eorest Officer and snbmiUed 
through the Collector to the Conservator of the Circle, so 
as to reach him by the 15th September, in the form and 
with the explanatory memorandum prescribed in appendix 
XV. The Conservators will then proceed to deal with them 
as laid down in the appendix and forward them so as to 
reach the Board not later than the 15th October. The 
Board of Eerenue will compile the budget estimate for 
the Presidency in Form No. 25 and will submit 'the 
portion relating id ‘ Expenditure — JI. Forests ’ to Govern- 
ment through the Accountant-General by the 4ith November 
and that I’elating to ‘ Receipts — IX. Forests * by the 20 th 
November. In order to prevent delay in the transmission 
to Government of the departmental estimates by the Account- 
ant-General, it is necessary that statements of the numbers of 
the officers and other Government employees and their allow- 
ances for which provision is made in the estimates should 
reach his office in advance of the estimates so as to alloTf of 
sufficient time for their examination and for the rectification 
of errors. The Aecounlant-Generars instcuctions in the 
matter are contained in Lis circular General letter No. 3, 
dated 27th I June 1906. The Conservator will furnish the 
Board nob later than the 25th July in each year with the 
necessary statements seas to enable the Board to. furnish 
the Accountant-General on the Ist August with the required 
information. 

Refunds are not included in the Forest budgets, but 
separate estimates for refunds must be despatched by District

The budget estimate under 30-B and 30-D — Stationery

J, sooUenis 123 and 127 of tlm Forosfe l>oparlmonfc 
Gfidu i\cro aniendod, mainly in order to correct .in erroaoous impres- 
sion limt npptiired to exist regarding tlio iuuoto of tlm lovnsed 
estimates of Forest eXpondimre and tlieir conneclioii with the budget 
ostiroatop. It was oviduiitlj beliovod in somo c-sbcs ttmt to " pro\ iao ” 
for incrca'-od expenditure in tho revised estuiintos snporeedod the 
necessity of applying ftir an additional giant ; and it was still mere 
often thought that the snlunipsion of tlie.so rovised estimates was tlio 
proper and only occasion for ajiplying for an ndditiunnl grant to cover 
expenditnro which had not been piovidod forin the hudact estiiimtep. 
Tim orders thus toTiPcd have, however, not been tmifomily obcervod 
bj' Local Governraouls and Adminislrnnons, or by the responsible 
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officers of the Forest Bepnrtmont subordinate to them ; while tho 
Government of India Imvo had frequent occasion to notice that confu- 
sion still o^bts ns to the object which tlie revised csliniatos of expendi- 
ture are designed to serve, and ns to the rnles-regardiiig applications 
for addilioiml grants. T atn, thereforo, directed to communicate the 
following ob.servationa for guidance. 

8. The budget estimates are passed and sanetionod before the 
(‘oramenoemont of the year to winch they apply- They frovide for 
expenditure within certain limits ,• and Local Government have power, 

, snojeot to well-known rules, to regulate their expenditure within these 
limits. .Outside these limits no expenditure of any sort whatever can 
properly bo incurred, unless a special additional gr.ant to cover it has 
been applied for and sanctioned by the Government of India. 

‘3. The revised estimates (not revised budget estimates, ns they are 
often improperly called) make noprotasion for any expenditure uhat- 
evor ; they are accepted, not sanctioned, by the Government of India ; 
' and no entry in them carries with it any authority for ospondibure of 
any kind. They do not even provide for, or authorize, the expendilnro 
of charges already entered in the budget estimates ; for these latter 
alone po'^soss authority. The revised estimates are not budgets or 
ajiproprintions of money, nor do they sapersede the budget estimates 
as the basis for the regulation of expenditure. They are estimates 
pure and simple, prepared for information, in order to indicate to 
Government how fur the expenditure already sanctioned (in tho budget 
estimates and in subsequent additional grants, if any) will bo worked 
up to. If tho fignres for expenditure in the revised estimates exceed 
the total of tho budget estimates, and of special grants already made 
or applied for they clearly must be wrong, and will be coiTeoled 
•accordingly by the Government of India j for no expenditure can be 
incurred that has uot been sanctioned, and, if it had become apparent, 
before tho preparation of the revised estimates, that expenditure in 
excess of existing sanction would be necessary, additional sanction 
would, under standing rules, have been applied for at once. 

4. The rule is that sanction to all expenditure in excess of budget 
provision must bo applied for os ‘soon as it becomes apparent that such 
expenditure will he necessary, When, however, the excess expenditure 
under individual heads is sm-sll, it may happen that tho general review 
of the year’s requirements which is made for the purposes of tho revised 
• estimates discloses for tho first time the necessity for such expendituio. 
'When that is the case, the application for an additional grant must be 
made at once, separately, and in a complete form, so that it may be 
disposed of quite apart fi-om the revised estimates. It has, indeed, 
no connection with those estimates ; for the making of the application 
is a oonditfort precedent to the inclusion of the sum nppHed.for in the 
estimates, in short, the estimates depend ou the grant, not the grant 
upon the estimate**. .. 
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5. As soon, then, as it appears that espendituro in excess of 
budget sanction nill be neocssary, an application for an additional 
gr.mt should be made at once. It must be shown — 

(1) tbiit the oxpenditare is nooossary and un.-ivoldable, or at least 
in the highest degree advisable ; 

(2 1 that it could not have been foroscon when the budget 
estnantes wore prepared; or, if it could linve been, iii 
mast bo explained wby the necessary provision irits not 
made ; . » 

(3) that it cannot bo met by rc-appropriatiou within the budget 

grant for forest expenditure ; 

(4) that it cannot be mot by re-appropriation from the budget 

grants under other major heads of expenditure which are 
controlled by the Local Qovornmont. 

0. In an organisation snoh ns the Forest Department, extra 
expenditure may occasionally be biglily advisable, though not abso- 
lutely unavoidable. Foi instance, expenditure which produces revenne 
may have to bo inoreasod in the oourso of the year; and if a demand 
should spring up for certain forest piodnce, it must be mot at once, or 
the revenue may bo nltogethor^lost. But in all oases the necessity for 
the proposed excess expenditure must bo fully explained and jnsbifi^ 
in detail: nioro general references to a probable increase in the 
receipts ai a insulBoiont. 

7. I am to request that the ofHooi-s concerned may bo enjoined to 
carefully observe these instrnctions. 

127. Applications for additional budget grants will 
ordinarily bo complied with, only if tho additional grant will 
he more than covered by a corresponding increase of revenue, 
to earn which tho grant is required and if tho proposed 
expenditure and revenue will fall within the same financial 
year. In other cases applications for additional budget grants 
will not he complied with, except under special circnrastancos 
which must he fully explained. "Whenever it is possible, 
urgent wants should he met by re-appropriation from other 
heads, the amount being taken from provision made for 
works which may bo deferred without injury to the public 
service. Applications for additional budget grants will be 
submitted in Eorm Ho. 29, and should reach the Board before 
the Isfc J'ebruary in each j'ear. Applications received after 
that date will ordinarily be liable to rejection. 

128. The district estimates will be accompanied by an 
Exnlanatory Note justifying tho figures and detailing the 
nature and coat of the different operations on which expendi- 
ture is proposed. 
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129. The ‘Explanatory Note’ slionld be divided into 
ihi’ee chapters : 

Chapter I vrill deal with the ‘ Actuals ’ o£ the ^ast year. 
No explanation need be given in this Chapter atid it will be 
sufficient if reference is made to the notes submitted in the 
tabular fom prescribed in section 135. 

Chapter II will deal with the revised estimate of the 
current year according to heads. When the figures of a 
revised estimate do not exhibit any, or only a trifling, 
" difference from those sanctioned under each budget head, no 
remarks need be entered, but when they differ, full explana- 
tion should be given, thus —

No new charge may be included in the budget until 
gonotioned by competent authority j but a note may ho made 
at the end of the budget (with explanation) of any fresh 
charge that is expected to be sanctioned and to come in 
course of payment during the year to which the budget 
relates {vide Civil Account Code, article 156 (;/), volume I^. 

130. Under Receipts, the sources of revenue, the quanti- 
ties of produce which it is proposed to remove, and the prices 
expected to he realized must be given. 

131. Regarding the details that should bo given in the 
Note in justification of the proposed expenditure, the follow'- 
ing remarks should be noted for guidance ; — 

(i) A'l.—Timler and other produce removed from the forests

(a) Timber. 

Hero the number of trees to be felled, according to the 
working-plans of the forests, has to be entered ; and when 
there is no working-plan, the grounds for proposing fellings 
to the extent estimated must be stated. The rate and cost 
of each operation, snob as felling, logging, carting, floating, 
bringing into depot, etc., in cubic feet or per log, or other- 
wise, must he given specifically. If it is proposed to out 
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up timber into planks or scantlings, tlie estimated rates and 
cost must be specified. 

Officers in charge of public works should be communi- 
cated ivitih., and asked to state their probable requirements. 
Provision made by mere guess work is inadmissible. If 
definite information about the requirements of railways or 
I other public works cannot be obtained in time, the estimate, 
both on the Heoeipts and on the Expenditure sides, should 
not take account of such work at all ; but the Government 
will, if need be, sanction an additional grant on the necessaiy 
explanation being submitted.

found by experience that saving will arise from absoiic" or 
other cause, a lump deduction may bo made. 

In the Explanatory Note the columns of numbers of 
officers employed must ho carefully checked, and the rate of 
pay should bo stated whenever possible, in order to admit of 
verification with the column of charges. Specific proposals 
for the increase of oalablishmonts and promotion to deserving 
officers are not to ho mado in the Explanatory Note. If it 
happen that proposals have gone np and are under considora- 
tion, a suitable provision may be mado, accompanied by a 
reference to the case. 

(vi) B’ll- — Travelling alUnoances. 

Oaro should be taken to frame the estimate with due 
consideration of the actuals of past years. 


(vii) B-IIL — Gonti/igeneies, 

Contingencies are divided into two classes —

The Bevised Estimate figures should be the latest figures 
of that Gstiinato. 

The Board of Rovonuo will then furnish the Accountant- unwcief ti«». 
General with an explanation of diflferencos botwoon B and D, uKtoi."* 
detailing the causes in each case. If tho Revised Estimate nplanation ot 
differs in any marked degroo from tho final actuals, an 
explanation should be recorded of the ciroomstancos under uttiinitoii 
which it did not more exactly correspond with tho actuals. 

A note should be made explaining any notoworth)'^ differ- 
ence between the actuals of the year of estimate and those of 
the preceding year. 

Every excess of actual expenditure over Budget figui’es 
should bo carefully explained, and, if it is more than a petty 
amount, it shovild be shown how and why tlio Budget chock 
failed and when the matter was reported to Govornmemt. 

Tho most important explaiiations required are those which 
relate to the differences between B and D, i.o., between the 
oiiginal Budget and tho actuals of t,ho year in question, and 
they should be fully stated. 

As regards dilforences between A and X>, i.e., between 
the actuals of tho two years, attention need only be drawn to 
tho leading features of such differences, without voiy detailed 
remarks. 

This explanation should bo furnishod not later than 
September 15th and in order to enable the Board to comply 
with this requisition, tho Conservators should not later tihau 
August 20th furnish explanations on tho above points in 
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regard to their circles, basing their reports on notes from 
District Forest Officers in the following tabular form : —

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CEAPTEE IV. 

CASH ACCOUNTS. 

Part I.—General Rules. 

136. Every officer wlio is nntboi'ized to receive or hJ«‘iIom\o 
disburse money "will keep Ms accounts in a bound Cash Book *■« 

(Eorm No, 31), in which he will enter all money transactions 

, as they occur, noting the head of service against each item 
in the last column on either side. The pages of this book 
■will be numbered before issue. Sufficient details will bo 
^ven in the column ‘ Particulars ’ to admit of the main points 
of each transaction bomg readily ascertained without reference 
'to the detailed vouchors. The Cash Book will be' closed 
monthly.'* 

Form jHo. 31 contains two money-columns both on the 
receipt and on the disbursement side. The first money 
column on ,the receipt (or Debtor) side shows cash in band 
and all cash actually received, either from tho public or by 
the realization of cheques drawn in the District Forest 
Officer’s favour, the second column shows tho balance of the 
letter of credit in the Treasury and all additions made thereto. 

Similarly on the disbursement (or Creditor) side, tho first 
money-column shows all actual cash payments and the 
second all cheques draw'ii against the letter of credit. 'Wliere 
a payment is made by ohoquo tliere is no need to enter the 
amount as cash received on the Debtor side unless payment 
is deferred for a day or two in which case it will also be 
necessary to make a further ontry of payment on tho creditor 
side, 

137. All accounts must be kept in the most regular and tpUBMi'SiSlI’i. 
open manner. All receipts, diBbiirsoments and charges of 
whatever .sort connected Avith the public service must be 

clearly shown in tho Gash Book ; and no irregular or separate 
accounts are permitted. 

138. Eaoh officer who receives or disburses Government 
money should be provided with a cash chest for the custody 
of tho Government raondy in his charge and will keep tho

koy of it iu his own possession. But, as all large payraentH 
.should bi* iimclo by choquo and all roventio paid into the 
Treasury a.s frequently as possible, tho finioiinj. iu band at 
any time need only be rory small. 

139. Tho contents of tlio cash chest must ho counted 
at least once a mouth, and tho amount compared -vrith the 
Cash Book balance. If any oxooss or deficit bo found, an 
entry of it will be at once made in tho Cash Book and a 
report will be forwarded to the officer to whom the nccounts 
aro submitted. A report of 1,ho cash balauco romnining 
with the District Forest Officer on tho In.sfc day of each 
month (Form No. 30) will bo forwarded ou tho next day to 
the Accountant-General. 

Under no drcinni’tariees shall any Dist rict , Forest Officer 
or subordinate place any private money or other private 
valuables in the Government cash chest. 

The duty of voi-ifying and certifying the monthly cash 
balance in the liands of tlio District Forest Officer must 
ordinarily be performed by Mm in person, but, if tho District 
Forest Officer bo absent on tour on tho Ist of tho month or is 
physically incapacitated by sickness to perform the duly, tho 
cash balnnco may be vorifiod by an Assistant or Deputy 
Collector or by tho senior Subordinate Forest Officer present 
at head-quarters (excluding the Dead Clerk or other office 
omployoos), the fact of tho District Forest Officer’s absence 
being distinctly noted. IVithont the special permission of the 
Board of lievenuo in each case, not more than two months may 
bo allowed to elapse without a personal verification of the casli 
balance by the District Forest Officer. Each such voi'ifioation 
is to be reported to thc'Accountout-Gcneral. 

140. IThcnovcr any defalcation, or los.'s of public money, 
or fraud in connection with the revenue from limber or 
other forest produce or any defalcation or fraudulent loss of 
stores, tools and plant for which accounts in forms Uos. 21 
and 22 aro maintained is discovered, tho fact should be 
immediately reported by G\o District Forest Officer through 
the Collector and the Conservator to the Board of Eovonuo 
and to tho Accountant-General ; and when the matter has 
boon fully enquired into, a further and complete report should 
be submitted of tho nature and extent of tho loss, showing tho 
errors committed, or noglect of roles by which such loss was , 
rendered possible, and the prospects ol offooting'a recovery. 
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The Board of Eevonoe can write off fioally the 
irrecoverable value of stores or irrecoverable public money lost 
by fraud, negligence or other cause up io a limit of Rs. 500, 
-Conservators of Porests up to Rs. 200 in each case, subject 
to the proviso that the case is not one calling for a modifica- 
tion of the existing rules or for the infliction of heavier 
punishment than the officer writing off the amount can 
impose. 

141. The term ‘ Cash ’ includes currency notes and gold, 
silver, nickel and copper coins only. 

A cheque received from n private individunl in payment 
for timber, etc., sold should not bo treated as ‘ Cash,’ and 
its amount should not bo credited in the accounts until it 
has been realized. Oliequcs dratvn by the District Porest 
Officer or by some other Govovumont officer in favour of the 
former may bo considered as cash while they tiro in transit 
to iho Treasury for realization. 

(i) Conservators may anfhorizean advance to tho 
extent of one month’s pay to any non-gnzeited officer on the 
‘permanent establishment serving under their orders, who can 
show sufficient reason for requiring it ; but, except in cases 
of transfer, or (when an officer has suddenly to proceed to 
a considerable distance from head-quarters, tJioy cannot 
authorize advances to themselves, or to any gazetted officer 
without the previous sanction of ilio local Government under 
which they arc serving. 

(ii) In cases of transfer, Conservators or (when the 
officer requiring tho advance is attached to a Division) 
Divisional officers may authorize an advance to tho extent of 
ono montli’s pay, or of an amount not e.vceeding the travel- 
ling allownnco to which lie may ho entitled in consequence 
of tho transfer (when this exceeds one month’s pay), to any 
officer on tho permanent or temporary OBUvblishmont serving 
under llibir orders. 

(ill) Advances of pay should be recovered in three equal 
instalments, beginning with tho mouth following that in 
which the advance is made. Advances of travelling allowance 
should be recovered in full on submission of the officer’s 
travelling allowance bill. 

(iv) In cases of emorgonoy, when proceeding on tour to 
a coEsiderable disfanco from head-quarters, Conservators and 
^ Divisional officers may sanction advances, sufficient to cover 
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their travelling allowances for one month, to themselves and, 
to officers and subordinates accompanying them on tour, 
subject to adjustment in full on tlie next issue of pay or 
travelling allowance. Such advances are treated as final 
charges, not as advances recoverable, and are to be drawn 
and accounted for as contingent charges or ns travelling 
expenses of establishment — Bet note to article 137, Civil 
Account Code, Volume I. 

(v) Officers returning from leave may be allowed advan- 
ces under the rules laid down in the Civil Service Regulations. 

(vi) An advice should be forwarded to the Accountant- 
General of every advance authorized under this section. 

143. The following items come under ‘ Capital ’ expendi- 
ture — vide section 1 19 ; — 

(1) Gonatroution of perm.inont roads, tram- v 

ways, htidgos, lionses, canals, timber 
slides . A-VII. 

(2) Oemarention of forest reaerves A- V III (g). 

(3) Faiclmso of land for plantations and 

forest pnrposes, and cash comp ansa-

, (4) Plantations, indading extensive cultural ’ 

operations A-VIII («). 

Ordinary repairs to capital works come under ‘ Ordinary’ 
expenditure; renewals, additions and improvements under 
' Capital ’ expenditure. 

144. A separate estimate prepai’ed or countersigned by 
the District Forest Officer is required in every case for the 
purchase of live-stock and furniture, and also for each work 
proposed to be executed with the following exceptions : — 

(i) Items the cost of which is ohargenble to ' Capital’ ezpsudi- 

turo (see seolioullQ), and the cost of each of which is 
calculated not' to exceed Rs, 50, 

(ii) Items thecost of whiohisoh.argeableto 'Ordinary ’expendi- 

ture ('see section 119), and the cost of each of which 
except in the case of feed aud keep livestock, > is 
calcnlated not to exceed Ks. 200. 

(iii) P urchose and supply of teut4 for which separate instructions . 
are issued in Appendix XVI. 

Items under (i) and (ii) for which estimates are not 
required, can be sanctioned by the District Forest Officer. 

- Range Officers may incur expenditure without previous 
sanction up to a limit of Es. 10 on ordinary urgent incidental 
expenses, 
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145. Before any expenditure is incurred on any work for 
which an estimate is required to be prepared, the estimate kpMiM works 
must be sanctioned by the authority named b^low, and 
oflBcers incurring expenditure, otherwise than on proper 
sanction, render themselves personally responsible for the 
money so expended. The only exception to this rule is in 
** the case of very emergent works, and the special orders of 
the Conservator are reqtiircd before such work is undertaken, 
the matter being also reported to the Board of Revenue in 
cases where the estimate is subject to the sanction of that 
“ authority. Whenever it is discovered that a sanctioned 
estimate is incorrect and likely to be exceeded by more than 
10 per cent, a revised estimate shall forthwith be prepared 
and submitted to the authority’ sanctioning the original 
estimate with a full statement of the circumstances necessit- 
ating the revision. When however the excesses occur at 
such an advanced stage of tho work that the submission of a 
revised estimate is-impossiblo, they may be dealt with in the 
completion report. It is the duty of the District Forest 
Officer to see that the above orders are duly observed in his 
district. «

’ Within budget limits .. . I Conservator 
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Conservators may pnrcliase on tliair own autlioidty for 
their own office nae articles of furniture of Indian origin 
which do not cost more than Bs. 50 and articles of furni- 
ture not being of Indian origin which do not cost more 
than Bs. 100, except those which they are required to obtain 
from the Stntioneiy office by clauses (/), (/)and(«_) of article 
98 of the Civil Account Code, subject to the condition that" 
either there is budget provision for the expenditure, or it can 
be met by reappropriation without reference to Government. 
The same pecuniary limits govern the powers of Conserva- 
tors to sanction purchases of fumitnre reqnired for District 
Forest Offices; such purchases should not bo made without 
the Conservator’s previous sanction. Conservators should 
address the Board for sanction to purchase any other articles 
of furniture. Tho limits above prescribed apply to the cost 
of any one article and to the total cost of any number of 
articles of the same description. The delegation of power to 
purchase articles not of Indian origin is intended to minimize 
delay and meet emergencies. 

The Board is authorized to sanction petty locahpnrchases 
of stationery and rubber stamps up to a limit of Rs. 20 in 
each case and the first supply of a type-writing machine to 
its office or to any office subordinate to it, in which the scale 
of establishment includes a typist’s post. 

The Board is also empowered to sanction the first supply 
of a Bemtico Eapid Rotaiy Duplicator to any office which has 
been supplied with a type-writer and in winch a large number 
of copies have frequently to bo made at a time. 

146. Under furniture will be included both that for forest 
houses and for offices, as well as articles of office use, such as 
stamps, seals, scales, etc. Nothing in sections 1 44 and ] 45 
shall be constiued into a permission to purchase stores, tools, 
plant and fumituie in small lots, or to carr 3 ' out in poj-tiona 
any work, alterations or repairs of which the cost in the 
aggregate would exceed tho maximum amounts therein fixed. 
Estimates for expenditui'e on the upkeep, repair or maintenance 
of roads, plantations, etc., must be prepared separately from 
those on their construction or formation. 

1 47. For all regularly-recurring expenditure of the nature 
of rent for houses or land, the sanction of the Oonseiyator is 
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required j and i£ eucL. rent exceeds in any one instance Rs. 20 
jper mensem, or exceeds, for blie wliole Circle, an aggregate of 
lis. 200 per mensem, the sanction of the Board is necessary. 

In the case of rent for ordinary office acoonimodation 
however, these limits do not apply, provided specific provision 
has boen made in the budget for the purpose. 

148. Provision made in the budget does not authorize 
expenditure unless specific sanction has been accorded. 

The powers of incurring expenditure given in the fore- 
going sections must be exercised within budget limits 5 that 
is, no expenditure- must he incurred under any budget head 
if the provision made under such head by competent authority 
is not sifffioient to cover the outlay. 

If the District Forest Ofiicer, proposes to carry out any 
•work not included in the budget, he shall submit au 
estimate to the Conservator, through the Collector, who 
shall endorse his opinion thereon. The Conservator, if 
unable (after such mutual 'representation, if any, as may 
be found necessary) to accept idle Collector’s view or to 
induce the Collector to accept his own view shall refer 
the matter for the orders of the Board of Revenue unless 
he decides to drop the proposal. 

If it is finally decided to carry out the work, the Con- 
servator shall provide funds on this account if he can do 
so ; if he cannot find the money, he shall inform the District 
Forest Officer accordingly. 

149. The want of provision in the budget estimate does 
not operate to prevent payment of any sums really due by 
Grovernment, nor the want of sanction to prevent record of 
any actual payment. Money indisputably payable should 
never be left unpaid. All charges incurred must be .paid 
and drawn at once, and under no circumstances may they be 
allowed to stand over to bo paid from the grant of another 
year. If possible, expenditure may be postponed till the 
preparation of a new budget has given opportunity of making 
provision and till the sanction of that budget has supplied 
means ; hut on no account may charges be actually incurred 
in one year and thrown on the grant of another year. 

150. In the case of works which admit of the use of 
the forms given in Appendix XVII or XVIII, they should 
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mrariably be adopted ia tbo preparatioa of estimates. Each 
sach estimate will consist of four parts — 

(1) K\])lanatory report esplaining tlio nccossity for or ntility 

ot tlio work. 

(2) The detail of inensoreinonts. 

(3) 1 he abstract of cu-t. , 

(4) Tho speciGcebion, showing Iho iiaturo ot the various parts 

of tho work and tho description of tho fflntcrials to be 
nsed. 


Whenever necessary, estimates mast be accompanied by 
maps and plans. 


1 S 1 . To facilitate the preparation of estimates, a schedule' 
of ivates for each kind of work commonly executed shall be 
kept up in oacli District Forest Office, and subordinates must 
be directed to bring to the District Forest Officer’s notice, 
from time to time, all changes n liich may take place. Sim'ilar 
schedules may, if considered useful, be kept up in each Range. 
Copies of the schedules of rates will also Bb maintained in 
tho Office of the Conservator of Forests, and District Forest 
Officers will iulimato through Oolleotors to the Conservator 
any alterations that may bo'mnde in these schedules.

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152. All sanctions of estimates * -will be numbered con- 
secutiveljr for each financial jear and entered in a register 
in Form No. 32 in the Conservator’s office, separate registers 
being maintained for capital and ordinary works. Extracts 
from these registers' and intimations of sanctions accorded 
to expenditure upon sanctioned estimates will be communi- 
cated by the Conservator to the Accountant-General monthly 
in Form No. 32. The expenditure incurred on works sanc- 
tioned lither by Government, the Board of Bevenue, or 
by the Conservator will be enteretl in detail in a book (Form 
No. 38) to be kept in the District Forest Office, one or more 
pages being devoted to each work.

As it may not he possible in all cases for the District 
Forest Officer to inspect the works himself on completion, 
the certificate may be signed by the Range Officer in charge 
of the work, so as to fix the initial responsibility, but the 
District Forest Officer must in such cases inspect the work as 
soon as possible after completion. Recoveries should rarely 
be made from tho jiay of fores' subordinates entrusted with 
the execution of works to cover loss caused to Government by 
their neglect or default. The limitations prescribed in section 
47 in regard to fines apply to recoverie.s. 

Forest Officers will submit monthly to the 
D»w?t‘row«t Conservators a statement showing all items sanctioned by 
repStteito them under the provisions of section 144.

Ijboarorooa. 

Labour work is done under the supervision of the Forest 
establishment, permanent or temporary, and at rates pre- 
viously agreed upon with the workmen. It is chiefly used 
' only for works of small proportions or. of prolonged duration. 

Such works as plantations, ereeper-outting and the like are 
usually done by labour. 

Contract work is nsually adopted in works of greater 
magnitude, such as roads, houses, fences, and the like, 
conttacta. 155. Ooutracts avp of three descriptions, viz.: —

A ‘lump-snm contract’ is one in which a contractor 
engages to execute the work with all its contingencies for 
a fixed sum. For this de-scription of work tho details of 
measurements, laboui', etc., need not be given in the voucher, 
but the District Forest Officer must satisfy himself before 
payment that the work has been properly executed. 

A ‘ schedule contract ’ is one in which the contractor, 
undertakes to execute the work at fixed rates, the sum he is 
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to receive depending on the quantities and kind of work done 
or materials suijplied. 

For all works done by contract a written ngrcemeut should 
be entered into with the contractor. Care must be taken to 
frame such agreements so that, in the event of a dispute, they 
could be maintained in a court of law. They need not, how- 
ever, be stamped,'* oven though they pi'ovide lor a deposit of 
money as security for the due fulfilment of the contracts, but, 
if necessary, the documents must be registered aocording to 
the law in force for the time being. 

1S6. Contracts and other instruments in matters con- 
nected with the administration of forests and with the business 
of the Forest Department geijorally may be executed as shown 
below ; — 

A, — OoNTRAOTS ONDUn WHICH hevekub pob timber, pdel and 
OTHER forest PRODUCE IS OOELECTED. 

Those contracts maybe divided into two classes, viz. (1) 
‘ llioso in which the Doijartmont engages to extract and supply 
certain produce to -parolitrsors ; (2) those in which the Depart- 
ment sells to purchasers the right to extract certain produce 
for ihomselves. 

In class (1) the source of supply, the quantity to be 
supplic'd, the mode and cost of extniction and the rate to bo 
paid by the purohaserj and in-class (2} the area to bo leased, 
the value of the produce, the conditions under which removal 
is allowed and the rate to be paid, ai-e the chief points to be 
considered. 

Contracts not exceeding lia. 3,000 will be entered into 
and dealt with by approved District Forest Oflicerst ; and 
those not exceeding Rs. 1,600 by other Dislrioi Forest 
Officers. Contracts ubovc these Umits W'ill be entered into 
and dealt with by the Conservator. Contracts in respect 
of undertakings* not provided for Dor sanctioned in the 
plan of o)[)oration8 cannot bo entered into without the

or supply of the forest prodncee the above limits shall apply 
to the transaction as a whole, and not to individual contracts. 

It must be distinctly understood that the officer 
empowered to make a contract will finally decide on his own 
responsibility in. regard to each contract. It is, however, 
open to him to take the advice of the Conservator or not in 
regard to any contract. The Conservator may also, of his 
own motion, give his advice whenever he considers it neces- 
sary. If the officer advised disregards this advice and is in 
the wrong, his responsibility will be the greater. 

B. — CoNTKACTS FOE EXPENDITUEC ON CONSEBVANCV AND WoEKS. 

These contracts may be entered into by approved District 
Forest Officers * up to a maximum of Rs. 5,000, and by other 
District Forest Officers np to a maximum of Rs. 1^,500 provided 
that, if the rates approved by the Conservator in the Annual 
plan of operations are exceeded, the previous approval of the 
Conservator is required. Contracts exceeding these limits 
require the Conservator’s ’^auction. 

Forms of agreement for the more important classes of 
contract will bo found in Appendices XIX to XXVIII. 

1S7. Deposits with which Korest Officers are concerned 
are of two classes — ' 

I. Post Office Savings Bank Security deposits. 

II. Earnest-money deposits. 

I. Post Office Savings Batik Security deposits , — "When 
security is taken for the dne fulfilment (a) of the duties of an 
office (for form of agreement, see Appendix XIXIX) or (&) of 
a contract 'for work, it should, if not exceeding Rs. 500, be 
taken in the form of a Savings Bank Security deposit to 
be lodged in the name of the officer to whom the security is 
pledged as per rule 46 {tj], section VI of the Indian Postal 
Griiide. When the amount of the security exceeds Rs. 500, 
it should be taken in the form of 6overnment Promissory 
Notes endoised dn favour of the District Forest Officer. 
When depositors so desire, the amount of the Security may 
remain in cash and be treated as “.Revenue deposits.” Such* 
deposits will carry no interest.

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The foUowicg procedure sIiohM ho observed : — 

(i) Tie District Forest Officer will write a letter to 
the Postmaster explaming the nature of the security and requir- 
ing him to receive the deposit and to issue the pass-book in his 
(tho District Forest Officer’s) name on account of the security 
of A.B. (the person pledging). This letter will be forwarded 
to the person pledging the security who will jiresent it with 
the money at the Post Office Savings Bank along with the 
prescribed form of Savings Bank index cai’d signed at the 
foot by the District Forest Officer. 

(ii) The jiass-book received from the Post office will 
be forwarded without dek}* by the person pledging the security, 
either direct or through the Kaiige Officer, to the District 
Forest Officer who will arrange for its safe custody. 

’ (iii) On the pass-book being delivered by the person 
pledging the security to a Forest Officer, a receipt for it in 
Form No. 20 will at once be given to him, and no pass-book 
shall, on any pretext whatever, be required to bo delivered 
without this acknowledgment. 

’ (iv) “When the seourit)' is no longer required, the 

District Forest Officer will, ou the return of the reci-ipt granted 
therefor under tho preceding clause, or in exchange for a 
signed and witnessed receipt in Form No. 40, cause the pass- 
book to be delivered to tlio person pledging the security and 
will furnish him with an application in the form prescribed by 
the Post Office for the withdrawal of .the balance with interest 
at credit of the account. The application wall be signed by 
the District Forest Officer and fhe name of the ])crson to 
whom it is delivered will be enlerod as that of the messenger 
or agent entitled to receive payment, Tho receipts referred 
to above shall be numbered and filed in numerical order, the 
numbers being entered in column 11 of Form -'14. 

(v) A register of these deposits will be maintained in 
Form No. 34. 

(vi) When a District I’orost Officer has a claim 
against a security deposit account pledged to him ata treasury 
or D sub-treasury station, the amount of xvIucIj is to be QiedirOd 
to Goveimraent wbolly or partly, he will sond iho pass-book of 
the account to the Po.st office in which tho account atijhds 
open, and tho usual application for withdrawal duly signed' by 
him with the words “ To bo adjusted by book ti'aiisfor in tho 
accounts to the credit of ibo Forest De|)artment” writteii'in ' 
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red ink across it. Wlien after tins transfer, tlio pass-book’ 
still shows any balance in favour of the pledgee, the pass-book 
will be returned by the Postal Department to the District 
Forest Officer with the necessary entries showing iho transfer 
credit to the Forest Department and the balance still left. 
When, however, the account is closed by this transfer, the 
pass-book will not be retonicd to the District Forest Officer, 
but will be sent to the Deputy Comptroller by the Postmaster 
direct.*' 

All such applications for withdrawals received by the 
Post office for payment in a single day from the District 
Forest Officer unll be included in a single treasury voucher, 
which will be sent under cover to the District Forest Officer 
the same day. The latter should, after verifying the entries, 
eountersiijrn and forward the vouclior to the local Treasury 
Officer aa soon as possible to enable liiin to initial the entry iu 
the treasury pass-book and otherwise completo tho transaction 
when that book is presented to him by the Post office. Tho 
District Forest Officer will watch for the voucher from the 
Pose office and, it it is not received "by the next day, must call 
for it. 

JJ. — This class iocladcs mousy 

deposited with tenders or prior to bidding at auction sales or 
on account of timber or other produce to be piirohased from 
the department, as for instance, when tho right to collect and 
sell produce is leased out. 

The following procedure should be observed; — 

(i) The money should ordinarily bo paid direct into the 
treasury (or sub-treasury) by the depositor, and will there be 
credile-l in 'accordance with the note to article -140, Civil 
Account Code, to revenue deposits. 

No previous authority of a Fore=‘t Officer to such pay. 
ment i.s necensary, but the designation of the Forest Officer in 
whoso favour the deposit is made, and the purpose for which 
it is made, must be specified by tho depositor and recorded 
in the receipt granted to him by the treasury, and tho deposit' 
will Qot be repayable without an order of llie Forest Officer, 

(ii) In tho case of deposits made prior to bidding at 
auction, sales, the money may be received by tho officer 
holding the sale.

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(in) If in nnj other case, tUo District Forest Officer 
is satisfied that direct payment into the troasnry by the 
depositor would bo iuoonveuiont, the money may be received 
by him but by no other Forest Officer. 

(iv) For morioy received by Forest Officers in accord- 
ance with clause (ii) or clause fiii) receipts in Form No. 20 
must be given, and except in the case of earnost-inoney 
deposited by an intonding bidder and retiumcd to tlio 
depositor imraodiatelp after the auction, the amount must be 
onterod in the cash-book on the debtor side on receipt, and 
must be remitted as soon as possible to the treasury, nu entry 
being made in the cash-book on the creditor side at the time of 
roinittanco. 

(v) Money remitted to tho troasnry in accordance with 
clause (iv) would ho treated thoro in all respects as if it had 
been paid direct by the depositor [see elnuso (i)] in favour of 
the District Forest Officer. Theuatiio of each depositor must 
therofox'o be communical-cfl to the treasury, and a separate 
receipt will bo granted by the treasury on acco\mt of each. 

(vi) ' An officer other than tho District Forest Officer 
making sach a remiltauco will forward to Iho District Forest 
Officer the receipt ohtaiuod from the treasury. 

(vii) Deposits passing through the cash-book in accox’d- 
anco with clause (iv) will appear in the classified abstract on 
either side of the account as ** miscollanoous remittances — 
romittancos of carnost-money.” 

(viii) Orders for the repaymonl. of deposits will be given 
by the District Forest Officer but by no onoelse in tho form of 
an endorsement on tho treasuiy rocGifit (article 44-6, nolo 3, 

Civil Account- Code). Part repayment can never bo made. 

(ixl When a deposit ha.s to bo lodged in tlio Post Office 
Savings Bank situated at sub or district treasury stations, tho 
treasury cbahui or receipt should bo endorsed in favour of the 
Postmaster or tSub-Post master at the station and sent to him 
in order that a security deposit ncoonut may bo opened. 

(x) When a deposit is to bo adjusted against revoituo 
duo (see Civil Aorouni Code, articlo35l-), tho District Forest 
OiUc<>r should send to tin* Troasnry (or Sub-lronsnry) officer, 
the treasury receipt endorsed “ Pay by transfer to Forest 
JteniiLlnnce ” with instructions to debit tlio amount to “ Ro- 
paj'tnont of deposits ” by cx’odil to “ Forest Eemittaiice ” and 
to intimate the fact to him mid tho month in which the 
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adjustinent was made. Immediately on recfipt of that inti- 
motion the District Forest Officer sbonld enter tho amount in 
hid cash book on the debtor side as " liorenue ’* and on the 
creditor side as “Forest Kemittance” taking caro that the 
entries aro made in tlie cash hook/'ir the month in wliich the 
adjustment is reported to have been made in tho acconnts 
oC tho treasury or sub-treasury. 

(xi) At the end of each month in which any remittances 
have been received from Forest Officers under clause (iv) and 
credited to revenue deposits, the Treasury Officer ivill forward 
to the District Forest Officer a consolidated receipt in which 
the numbers assigned to the sevctal deposits in tho treasury 
will be specified. This consolidated receipt will be submitted 
to the Accountant-General along with the classified abstract, 
in snpport of the debit under *' miscellaneous remittances — 
remittances of earnest-money.” Discrepancies should be ex- 
plained as is done in the case of the consolidated receipts in 
support of debits under forest remittances (article 444, Civil 
Account Code). 

(.sii) Deposit receipts coming info tho District Forest 
Officer’s hands under clafises (v) and (vi) must be kept under 
lock and koy with a list which should be signed by the reliev- 
ing and relieved officers whenever there is a transfer of charge. 
Whenever a receipt comes into or leaves tho possession of the 
District Forest Officer, an entry should he made in tho list 
and authenticated hr the District Forest Officer's initials, with 
date. 

I5S. When the issue of a permit is for any reason refused, 
the fees paid by the unsuccessful applicant should at once bo 
refunded by the officer who has received the money, pro- 
vided that it has not previously been paid into the treasury. 
Refunds of other revenue finally credited to Government 
under competent authority require the sanction of the Oou- 
servator when the amount does not exceed Rs. 500 and of the 
Board of Revenue when it is above that limit. Remissions 
of revenue necessitated by an unf.iyourablo season or by ofhor 
causes must bo dealt with similarly to refunds, and the sanc- 
tion of the Conservator or the Board obtained according as the 
amonnt involved is Rs. 600 'and below, or more than Rs. 500, 
as the case may be. In cases, however, of refunds ,of sums, 
to which, it is dear Government was not in the first instance 
or has since ceased to he entitled} tho refund imay be sanctioned' 
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by tbe Distvict Forest Officer, provided, however, that tho 
amount of such claim does not exceed Bs. 25 in any single 
case. A list of such sanctions must be submitted monthly to 
the Conservator. 

Befnnds on account of unissued face value permits require 
tho sanction of the (Jonserrator who must obtain the District 
Forest Officer’s certificate that tho permits have been brought 
on to Jiis permit register under his initials.

Part II.~Accounl of District Forest Officers, 

159. The Cash Book of District Forest Officers (Form 
Ifo, 81) shall contain in the manner proscribed «m section 
136— 

(a) A delailod rcoord of tho daily trunsnctioiis of the District 

Forest OiTioer himself. 

(b) Thn roveento ronlized niid oxpondthtre incurred by Sub- 

Dmsional Offleora, Rnngo Ofiicers or obhor disbursing 
f suhnrdiimtes in totals only, tho details of thoso totals 

boiiig sboivii in tlio originnl uenounts, which will bo filed 
for record in tbo Distriot Forest Office. All items other 
than classified revenue and expondiluro will bo entered 
in detail in tho District Forest Oflicor’a Cash Hook. Tho 
opoiiing and closing cash balances in the nocount of each 
‘ subordinate mast agren with tbo bainneos shown as ont> 
sfandiiigagainst him in Iho District lodger (sootions Ifi? 
and I9d) nt tho commoncoment and closo of each month 

(e) Recoveries of servioo imymonls, when made in cash or by 
deduction on vouchers dobitnblo to other beads than thoso 
first ovoi charged, will be credited in detail iindwr the liead 
" Cash roi'overios of service payments " on tho receipt 
side of tho daily cash hook and in tho monthly cash 
. account forwarded to tho Accounimt-Gonoral, and, when 
niado on bills, will not bo paid into tho treasury as rovenno, 
but will bp retained as part of tho district cash balance. 
In the ease of recoveries effected on bills debit able to the 
detailed head originally overcharged, no separate ’ adjust- 
meat is required, Iho short p-iyiunnt on Iho Inter vonoJiOr 
being simply taken as a sot-ofl against the oxoors payment 
on tho earlier vouchers. It isnol intended by Ihoruiein 
this olause tliat recovorics-mnde in ciiph should not bo paid 
into tho treasury ns required by aiiick I of tho Civil Account 
Code, vohiino J, and it -should he’ nndcrsloocl that the 
ilJrectiou hero given aslo the hon-pnymeut into tho treasury 
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of excoEB payments rccorerod applies only to roooveries by 
short payment. 

[d) Tito advauci's made to contraotors and disbarsers and the 
recovorios of tbo same, other than advances by subordinates 
made and recovered during the month. 

Excess charges on account of pay should bo recovered hy, 
deduction from the pay bill next disbursed after the receipt 
of the objection statement from the Accountant-General. 

1 60. All items of revenue received by the District Forest 
Officer himself must be fully detailed ; the Forestand Range 
from which the rovonno is realised, the person who pays it, 
and the articles and quantibies removed should, whenever 
possible, bo staled. So too the entry of the payment into the 
Treasury should record the number and date of the receipt 
and the Treasury or Taluk Treasury or Siib-'l’reasury into 
which the money was paid. The Conservator may order the 
submibsion of vouchers— snob as auctioneers’ account sales, 
passes, permits or licenses — ^iu support of the items of 
revenue. 

The first monthly entry in the cash column on the receipt 
aide will be the cash balance in hand at the beginning of the 
month, and that in the Bank or Treasury column the balance 
of the letter of credit on the same date. The accounts will 
close with the closing balance in each case at the end of the 
month. 

The Cash Books of District Forest Officers will, ns a rule, 
be closed on the same day as the Treasury accounts of the 
District. 

161. "When revenue on account of timber or forest 
produce is paid in advance, bhe amounts will be at once 
credited to the appropriate sub-heads in the Cash Book, entries 
being made iu the column of " Reiiiaiks ” of Form No. 11 or 
No. 13 as the case may be, showing the nature of the trans- 
action, etc. In the statement for the month in which the 
deliveiy of the timber or produce has been effected or com- 
pleted, a reference will be made lo the return in w'hich the 
payment has been entered. 

162. The main provisions governing the payment of 
forest revenue into trensuries are detailed in Chapter 28 of 
the Civil Aroonnb Code, Volume I. All revonuo received by 
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Forest Officers shall he paid into the Treasury with as little 
delay as possible. Each remittance will bo acoouipaniod by 
n receipt in duplicalc as prescribed in the Civil Account Code. 
One copy will form the voucher to the entry in the Cash 
book, and the other will be retained by the Treasury Officer. 
Instnictions for remitting revenue by moans of money orders 
are conlained in Appendix XXXI 1. 

163 . All payments must be supported by vouchci-s in the

' All vouchers for payments, including advances, must bear 
the dates of payment, and with the excopiion of sub-vouchors 
to Form Ko, 4 i and to contingent bills, they must bopaased 
by the Di.slrict Forest Officer, who thereby assumes the 
responsibility for tho charge. 

Tlio head of sorvico and the budget sub-hoad to which the 
item orjtems relate should be noted oil each voucher sent to 
the Aocountant-Goneral. 

Disbursement cerlificatos are required on all vouchors. 

164 The salary bills, of gazetted officers will bo prepared 
fn'the form supplied by tlio Accountant-General and will be 
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duly receipted with stamps nttached when necessary; these 
bills should be sent with the bi-monthly lists of payments. 

165. The establi.shtnent bill of the permanent staff of 
each range will be prepared by the Range Officer towards 
the close of each month in the form prescribed by the 
Accountiint-Oenoral with the appi’oval of tho Board of Rot- 
enuc, and will be submitted to the District Forest Officer, 
who, after passing tho bill, will return it to the Range Officer 
for paj'ment. The Range Officer will then disburse the 
amount and having taken tho acquittance of each payee, will 
return the bill with the acquittance as the voucher for the 
entry of payment in his cash sheet to the District Forest 
Officer. 

On receipt of bills and acquittances from all ranges, the 
District Fore-t < >fflaor will prepare a consolidated bill for th.e 
whole district, including the details of his own office, and will 
submit tho same to the Accountant-General (section 200). 
No office copy of this consolidated bill need bo kept, but the 
District Forest Officer will retain the original hills in his office 
for record. Detaded instructions in regard to tho prepara- 
tion of pay-bills are given in article 68, Civil Account Code. 

If any subordinate in superior service or any Forest G uard 
is on leave or on doj-utation or is under suspension during 
any portion of tho month, an absentee statement will accom- 
pany the establhshmont bill, an extract of the entries in it 
relating to those subordinates whoso appointment and promo- 
tion rest with tho Conservator being submitted to that officer. 

166. An’eor salarivs will be drawn on separate bills. 
Those bills wdl show only the arrear items actually cloarod 
during the month. They should bo carefully chocked before 
payment with the pai ticnlars shown in the column *' Allow- 
ances held over ” in the establishment hill of the month for 
which the pay is clue, and the date of each airaar payment 
should be entered in the ordinal bill. 

All pay should he disbursed as soon as possible after the 
date on which it becomos due and paymont of salaries should 
not bo allowed to fall in arrears except in very special ensos.' 

1 67. Tho Accountant-General may refuse to investigate 
claims to arrears of pay or allowances or to increments which 
have been allowed to roinain in abeyance for a period 
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exceeiHng one but not exceeding five years, unless be recoive.s 
special antborizaiion from the autbority having powt’ to 
appoint tbe officer or subordinate by or on bebalf of wliom 
tbe claim is made. The Audit officer sbonld not bo called 
upon to report on pott} or very ancient claims but only on 
cases in which there appeal’s to bo a primft face reasonable’ 
claim and reasonable cause of dol.ny. Ho ina}'^ not, without 
first obtaining the sanction of the Local Government) issue 
on order for the recovery from any officoi’ of pay and allow- 
ances erroneously drawn more than sis months before the 
issue of the retronchmeut order, nnless Iho payment has been 
challenged within that period.. The Local Government has 
power to direct tho amount to bo written oft, if it con- 
sidovs that tho recipiont was not in Lault. 

16S. A single bill will bo prepared for all the temporary

169. No gazetted officer shall draw an increased or 
changed rate of salary without pro-audit, or without notice 
frorai tho Accouutimi-Qenernl authorizing liitn to draw it. 

The Accounfeanl-Genoral will communicate to the oflicor oon- SwSwrel”'* 
cernod tho effect of an order altering his salary as soon after 
its receipt ns possildo. 

J70. Tho travelling nllowmnco bills of officers of tho 
Imperial and Brovinoiat services below tho rank of Consorva- *''® 

tor must, previous to payment, be countonsigned by the 
Conporviiior who is tho “ Controlling Officer ” ajipoinlod by , 
Government under article 1159 of the Civil Service Rognla- 
tions. Tho travolliug allowauce bills of Conservators maybe 
’ paid without coniitersigniilure. 

171. Officers subordiiiaio to a District Forest Officer will m,, 
submit travelling allowance bills lor ihemsolve.s and thoir 
ostablishraoiits to tho District Forest Officer at the beginning oiiimm. 
of the month succeeding that for which tho allowances are 
olaimecl.f 'J’he bills will bo fcrutinizod, countersigned and 
passed for payment by tho Di.slrict ,Foi’o,st Officer, provided 
that tho bills of Officers of the Imperial Und Provincial 
Services require tho countersignature of the Conservator 
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before payment. If tho District Forest Oilicor disallows a 
portion of nnj' bill, ho may pass for payment so much 
1 hereof as ho approves anti rofor tho remainder to the 
officer concerned. 

172. Tho Controlling Officer must satisfy himself tlmb tho 
charges are jusliliod by the circuinstnuces of the case It 
should always bu boruo in mind that couutorsignnturo is not 
ini ended to bo an empty formality, bnt. to bo a token to. tho 
audit office that the Controlling Officer has aati^ded himself 
as to the necessity for each journey and halt, as indicatod in 
article 1161 of iIjp Civil Service Rogohitions. If tho Control- 
ling Officor cunsulors that tlio'chargos in au}' hill ‘■ont to him 
for countersignaturo aro opon to ohjootion, ho may refuse to 
pass tho whole or any portion thereof ponding such references 
to tho Conservator or Acconntant-Genoral as may bo neces- 
sary. 

Forest Officers for whom special mileage rates have been 
sanctioned under the csception to article 1012, and nrticlo

173. The vouchors for charges on account of travelling 
.allowances will bo tho original bills t ountei signed by the 
Controlling Officor, tho payees’ receipts in the case of subordi- 
nates being filod in the District Forest Oflicc. 

174. Snlarios aud tr.avaUing allowancos duo to officers on 
their transfer to another Circle or District, and paid after 
thoir aiTival, will bo paid from and charged against tlio 
budget grant of tho District to which they have boon trans- 
ferred. 

175. All ontrio'* in tho Cash Book of “ ivinittnnces of 
revenue to 'J’roasuries ” will be supported by vouchor.s in the 
'J’reflsuiy receipt form (chalau). These forms will be supplied 
by' the Superintondout of Stationery. When remittances to 
tho treasuiy are made by means of postal money onlers, the 
chalan may' bo replaced by tho Troa.Ailry Officer’s advice list. 

Tlio name of tho Treasury or Rub-Treasury and the 
Treasury or Sub-Troasury number and dale o£ each receipt 
will invariably be entered in the Cash Book in the column 
pf “ Particulars.” 
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176. Every chalan or advice Uet •will be examined and 
initialled by tire District Forest Officer, wbo must satisfy 
himself that it bears the signature of the Accountant and 
Treasurer and, if for a sum in excess of Rs. 500, of the 
Treasury Officer also. Chalans for sums paid by cheques 
against letters of credit in favour of the Treasury Officer wUl 
not be signed by the Treasurer ; the second signature on such 
chalans for sums under Rs. 500 will be that of the person 
who may have been nominated to that doty by the District 
Officer — vide article 308 of the Civil Account Code. 

The following particulars will be given in English on the 
back of each vernacular receipt : —

177. All vouchers must be filled in and signed in ink. 
The amount of each voucher should, as far as whole rupees 
is concerned, be written in words as well as in figures. The 
amount of annas and pies need only be written in figures 
after the words stating the number of rupees. Should there 
be no annas or pies, the word “ only ” should bo inserted 
after the number of wliole rupees Care should be taken to 
leave no space for interpolation. The following are examples 
— “Rupees twenty-six only”, “Rupees tweaty-five, 4/11.” 

178. All corrections and alterations in vouchers should 
be attested by the initials of the person signing the receipt j 
any corrections or alterations in the orders of payment must 
be attested in the same way by the Forest Officer. 

. 1 79. Duplicates or copies of receipts or vouchers are in 
no case to be issued by any Government officer on the allega- 
tion that the originals are lost or missing. If any necessity 
arises for such a document, a certificate may be given that, 
on a specified day, a certain sum on a certain account was 
received from or paid to a certain person. 

’ This proliibition extends only to the issne of duplicates 
on the allegation that the originals are lost, and does not 
apply to. oases where, under existing rules, duplicates ai;v 
requmed to be prepared with the originals. 

’ 7 
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1 80. No payment may, under any circumstances, be made 
on a voueber or order signed by a clerk instead of the head 
of an office. Nor may any payment be made on a Toucher 
or order aigued with a stamp. No letter or order referring 
to accounts matters shall bo recognized nnless such letter or 
order is signed by tbe head of the office himself or another 
gazetted officer on his behalf. 

181. Revenue derived from sales to public departments 
will be adjusted by book transfer. A statement (Form No. 
36) in triplicate will be sent to the officer to whom the pro- 
duce has been suppHod ; he will sign and return the original 
which wiR then be used as a voucher (section 163). 

A similar prooedm‘8 will bo followed in the case of 
payments to other departments. Bills or priced invoices 
received from a supplying department should be at once 
adjusted in the Cash Book by credit to the department con- 
cerned, and by debit to the proper budget sub-head, the 
duplicate bill or invoice, duly receipted, being piomptly 
returned. The departmental number and date of each bill 
or invoice for supplies received from another department and 
the date of acceptance of each bill for timber, etc., supplied 
to another department will invariably be quoted in tbe entries 
in the distiict cash accounts. 

A quarterly return (Form No. 89) of timber '(including 
bamboos) suitable to the requirements of public departments 
will be sent to the Conservator on the 10th of January, 
April, July and October from districts in which any such 
timber or bamboos are in-stock. If there is no such timber 
the fact should be reported on a post card.

182. For works executed by labourers on daily or monthly 
pay, a muster roll in Form No. 37 must be kept. An 
abstract in Form No. 38 will be the’ voucher. 

183. Vouchers for all othiT payments will bn in form 
No. 40; but the Accountant-General may prescribe such 
other forms of voucher as he may consider necessary for 
special cases. 

184. All revenue and expenditure must bevecorded at 
once in tie accounts of tbe district within which it is 
collected or incurred, without refopence to its origin or object. 
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and no infeer-district adjustments are allo'vred. For purposes 
of departmental or administrative accounts, such revenue or 
ex'penditure shall be shown against the district or districts to 
which it belongs in Form hlo. 83 and against the proper sub- 
head in Form No. 80. 

As an exception to this rule, revenue paid into the Madras 
Bank by purchasers or lessees or remitted by Forest Officers 
in the form of private cheques on banks in Madras received 
in payment of Forest Eevenne, shall be credited to the Circle 
of origin. For this purpose the Bank of Madras will forward 
a receipt for each remittance to tho Conservator of the Circle 
to which it relaf.e3 who will adjust tho amount to the proper 
head of revenue in his accounts. 

Note,— To onnblo tho Modrno BbdIc to aarertnin to wimt Circle tho rpmttlnneos 
appertain, the Forcat OOleor ahonid direct the partioh Bonding rcinittanooa to the Bnuk 
diroot to give fall dotaita in tlio ohalana aa to- 
ll) the nature of the tranaactlnna, and 
(2) the Diatrict and Circle to vi hioh thnp appertain. 

Inter-district adjustments of expenditure arc allowed in 
the case of advances taken from District Forest Officers by 
Oonserrators on tour, by District Forest Officers when away 
from their divisions and in all other cases when the advance 
cannot be directly accounted for by tho disbursing officer. 

185. District Forest Officers will send to the Conservator, 
so as to reach him at latest on the 7th day of tho last month 
in each quarter, applications (Form No. -12) for tho letters of 
credit required by tliem during the ensuing quarter. If tho 
amount applied for exceeds one-fourth of tho sanctioned 
Budget figui’a, full explanation for the excess must be given. 
Supplemental applications for credit should also be forwarded 
to the Conservator in the sarao form, but should only be made 
under veiy special circumstances. 

The applications will not specify the amounts required on 
Taluk Treasuries, but only tho total amount required at 
head-quarters. District Forest Officers will arrange tho 
amounts of tho credits required on the Taluk Treasuries with 
the District Treasury Officer. 

Tho Conservator will then frame an application (Form 
No. 4)3) to the Accountant-Geueral for the requiremonla of 
the Circle. 

On receipt of those applications the Accountant-General ^ 
"will issue the required letters of credit, advice of which should ’ 
reach District Forest Officers before the beginning of tho new 
quarter.

Advices of all redactions from or additions to letters of 
credit should similarly be sent to District Porest Officers by 
the Accountant-General 

Letters of credit are issued to officers as holding a certain 
office, and transfers of such officers should be reported to 
the Treasury Officers concerned — vide section 256. 

All letters of credit lapse at the close of the financial 
year, bnt not till then. 

Cheques will hold good only for three months from date 
of issue ; those drawn before the end of Ifaroh and paid 
before the end of April will be token against the letter of 
credit of the year in which the cheqng was drawn. If paid 
after April, they will be taken against the letter of credit of the 
following year (article 445, rule 2 of the Civil Account Code). 

1 86. The general rule is that no money other than that 
drawn against letters of credit shall be used for expenditure.'' 
IE funds be wanted for immediate expenditure locally, sums 
locally received may be so expended; but in all oases the 
gross amount of revenue received must be promptly remitted 
to the treasury, which may be done in cash or partly in cash 
and partly by cheque, or wholly by a cheque drawn against 
the letter of credit, the amount paid in cash and the amount 
remitted by cheque being shown separately in the elialan or 
remittance receipt,*

1S7. Officers •wlio- are furnialied "wiiih letters of credit may 
make payments either in cash or by cheque. Cheques should 
be used as much as possible for large payments and only for 
bond fide local demands against the Gorernment, and not for 
the transfer of funds from one district to another : such 
transfers of funds can only be made under orders from the 
Accountant-General on application from Conservators. A 
separate cheque hook should be maintained for each Treasury 
and Sub-Treasury "with which the officer has dealings. A 
sum in round numbers, a little in excess of that for ^Yhich 
the cheque is drawn, should be written across it in words at 
right angles to the type; the words “under thirty rupees” 
will thus show that the cheque is for a sum not loss than 
Rs. 20, hut less than Rs, 30 ; and, similarly, “ under eight 
hundred mpees ” will mean that it is for less than Es. 800, 
bat not less than Rs. 700. 

18B. Cheques wU bear printed serial numbers in each 
book, and the Board of Revenue will supply cheque books in 
the prescribed form to Treasury Officers, who will issue them 
,a8 required to District Forest Officers. All cheque books 
must be kept under lock and key. Before bringing a new 
cheque book into use, the District Forest Officer will advise 
the Treasury Officer of its number, and of the serial numbers 
of the cheques it contains. Ro advice of the issue of any 
cheque need be sent to the Treasury. Ro cheque will be 
issued for a sum of less than Es. 10, nor should tlip bead of 
service for which the money is required, or the object for 
which the cheque is issued he entered in the cheque. The 
date of a lapsed cheque may on no account be altered by 
the drawing officer, but, when necessary, afresh cheque should 
be issued, the lapsed cheque being cancelled and treated as 
directed below. On the counterfoil of each cheque will be 
entered the balance at credit of .the drawing officer in that 
particular treasury after deducting the value of the cheque in 
question, and mistakes in overdrawing will thus be avoided. 
The counterfoils of cheques should be initialled or signed by 
the drawer, and may be destroyed three years after the issue 
of the cheques. 

The amounts of cheques drawn will be entered in the 
Cash Book at once, and the expenditure for which the cheq\ies 
are drawn will be charged \iuder appropriate heads of service 
or account.

1 89 . In the case of a cheque being cancelled^ the amount 
will be charged on the debtty aide in the Bank or Treasury 
column as a “ cancelled c^qne,” and the cancelled cheqne 
will he forwarded with'^e cash account as voucher. If 
the expenditure in pay^nt of which the cancelled cheqne 
was drawn has been cli|pged against the appropriate budget 
head, and it is intend^< that the cancellation of the cheqne 
shall be a reversal of 'fibat payment, the amount of that cheque 
win ho treated as a c?Jh recovery of a service payment and 
entered in the-acooun^s in the manner prescribed in section 
169 (e), the amount o/^the cancelled cheque being entered on 
the debtor side of tho^Pash Book ; but, if a fresh cheque be 
immediately issued in i^eu of the cancelled cheque, the amount 
of the latter will bo onidred as above on the debtor side of 
the Cash Book as a cancelled cheque, and tho fresh cheque will 
be shown on tho creditor side, the number and date of the 
cheque, in lieu of which it is drawn being quoted in the entry.

A lost clieque Tvill be treated in the accounts in all respects 
like a cancelled cheque, the Treasury certificate being for- 
warded as voucher in support of the entry of cancellation on 
the debtor aide of tho Cash Account. 

191. A monthly register of cheques drawn from all 
Treasuries will be maintained in Form No. 44, a copy of which 
willbe sent to the Treasury Officer for verification and counter- 
signature at the close of each month. The Treasury Officer 
will return the countersigned list to the District Forest Officer, 
who, after posting column 5 of his register, will forward the 
fonn to the Accountant-General. 

192. Advances to contractors should bo given only in 
exceptional oases, when no other arrangements can be made 
for carrying on the work. When an advance is made to a 
contractor, security must, if possible, be taken for its sum- 
mary recovery in the event of its not being adjusted by work 
done. The amount advanced must be charged in the Cash 
Book as an “ Advance Recoverable,” and will be supported by 
the payee’s receipt on voucher Form No. 40. 

All entries of advances receverable on either side of the 
Gash book must be made in red ink. 

^ Advances to contractors of sums of Rs. 500 or over require 
the previous sanction of the Conservator, The recovery of 
advances so’ sanctioned must be reported to the ConBei’\ator 
ou completion. 

193, When an advance is recovered (wholly or partially) 
from a bon tractor, either by work done or in cash, the amount 
recovered will be credited in the Cash Book under “ Advances 
Roooverablc,” and the numbers and dates of the items in which 
the ’advances so recovered were originally charged will be 
quoted in the entry on the debtor side. If the recovery is 
the value of work done, such value willbe charged per contra 
to the appropriate Budget sub-head in the Cash Booh, and 

' the charge will be supported by a vonohor (see section 183) 
detailing the work done and i.he rates. When final payment 
in whole or in part is made by adjustment of advances the 
fact must bo stated on the voucher for final payment. 

194, Advances to disbursers wiU, as regards accounts, be 
treated as laid down for advances made to contractors. 

By “Disbursers ’’ are meant those superior officers notin 
charge of District Forest 'Offices, such as Rangers, Deputy 
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Cash Aooounts.

Rang-ers, Forester^, and other subordinates, permanent, or 
temporary, who are entrusted with sums of money as 
advances for carrying on works or for current expenditure. 
Besides these, managers and clerks may be entrusted with 
advances not exceeding Rs. 150 and Rs. 60 respectively, for 
sootingent expenses, and for the dishursement of petty 
travelling allowance under Rs. 10. The maximum advances 
ordinarily allowable to disbursers on the executive and 
protective staffs will be as follows : —

The figures given above denote the limits within which it 
is desirable to keep advances, but except in the case of ad- 
vances to office clerks for contingent expenses, these limits 
may be exceeded under the sanction of the Conservator of 
the Circle, whenever the special requirement.^ of any locality 
or the execution of large works necessitate a larger advance. 

The responsibility for the repayment of these advances 
redts primarily with the disbursers, but the District Forest 
Officer is responsible for Iho recovery of all advances made to 
his subordinates. 

When an advance is outstanding against an officor on 
transfer, the amount shall be shown as “ transferred to the 
accounts of ... . district ” in the accounts of the district 
he is leaving, on receipt of intimation from the District Forest 
Officer of his new district that the outstauding has been 
brought to account in his ledger. 

195. Should any portion of an advance prove irrecover- 
able, the amount may be written off to the head “ Jliscollane- 
ous” under proper sanction. Conservators of Forests can 
write off such amounts up to the limit of Rs. 200 in each 
case, subject to the proviso that the case is not one calling 
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Cash Accounts. 

Aocoohts op District Forest Opticebs— confinwerf, 

for a modification of the existing rnles or for the infliction of 
heayier pnnigliraent tlinn the officer -writing off the amount 
can impose. The Board of Eevenue can write off such 
amonnts up to a limit of Ea. 1,000 in each case. Amounts 
exceeding Rs. 1,000 require the sanction of Government. 

196. A hound ledger hook (Form No. 4i51 -will be kept ,, 

for all accounts with contractors and disbursers. On the iS^r. 

t debtor side will he entered all payments n.ade to them; and 
on the creditor side the amount of all bills passed to their 
ci’edit and all snms repaid by them in cash. 

The ledger account is a running account with each con- 
tractor and disburse!', from which the amount due by or to 
him can alwa^’s be easily ascertained. 

197. Only one account is opened with each disburser. PostinRsin 
In the case of a contractor a fresh account is opened when- 

ever a first advance is made to him for a separate work. 

Each item charged in the Cash Book under “ Advances Re- 
coverable ” is posted in the ledger, and when any work is 
accepted as having been done by a oonti’aotor, or any account 
supported by the necessary vouchers is accepted from a 
disburser, the amount covered by work done, or expenditure 
incurred, is set off against the amount due from the con- 
tractor or disburser, as shown in his account in the ledger. 

Subject to the exceptions noted in section 159 (cf) all 
advances to contractors and disbursers, whether made by 
the District Forest Officer himself or by his subordinates, 
must be entered in the District ledger. 

198. The account of each contractor and disburser for wconni 
any month in which any transaction has t^eu place should and signed, 
be balanced and initialled by the District' Forest Officer on 

■the day on which the monthly accounts are despatched to 
the Accountant-General. 

1 99 . The pages in the ledger will be numbered conse- 

cutively, and there will be an index to the accounts it contains, "" 

Each new account opened will boar a number which will be 
appropriated to that particular account until it is finally 

closed. The numbers will bo given to the accounts in the 
ledger in consecutive order as they are opened, and will run 
on in a continuous sequence until a new ledger is opened.

200 District Forest Officers will render the following 
accounts to the Accountant-General. They should be des- 
patched, as a rule, on or before tbe 7th day of the month 
following that to which they relate, except in regard to the 
accounts of March which may be submitted by the 10th of 
the following month. Only'for special reasons should des- 
patch of the monthly accounts be delayed beyond the 15th. 
In the latter case an explanation of the delay should invari- 
ably be submitted with the accounts. In the absence of the 
District Forest Officer, the accounts (bnt not the vouchers) 
may be signed by a gazetted officer on his behalf) the 
District Forest Officer willj after checking the accounts, 
forward with the vouchors a certificate giving tlie totals under 
each budget head of revenue and expenditure.

202. A consolidated voucher will be submitted for each 
range in Form No. 41 for works sanctioned by the Conser- 
vator or higher authority and three contingent bills for the 
whole district — one for all other charges under “ A, Conser- 
vancy and "Works” including commission payments and the 
works which, under section 144 of the Forest Code, the 
District Forest Officer is authorised to sanction, and the 
other two for contract and non-contract contingent charges 
respectively falling nnder "B-lII. Contingencies.” Vonebers 
will also be submitted for advances to contractors and 
disbursers, transfers to other departments and the like.

205, A register (Form No. 48) showing the monthly 
revonuo and oxpeudibiirf under each budget head for oaoh ”rrnoi*'iin.i 
forest or range will be kept in a book by District Forc'St 
Officers. In that rogistor all revenue aud oxpomlituro of a 
general nature, such as the pay of the District Forest Officer 
and his office and their travelling allowance, etc., will be 
proportionately allotted to each rsmgo at tho time of tho 
preparation of the annual abstract in .July. 

The Conservator may, however, suspend the operation of 
this section in regard to any forests or ranges, whore tho 
maintenance of the register is for tho present unnecessary.

amount of unremitlod revenue on hand at any time. The 
cash book should ordinarily be kept in English, but under 
the orders of tho District Forost Oflicov the entries may bo 
made in the vernacular of tho district. A copy tvill bo kept 
in tho same form on soparalo sheets, on which duplicate 
ontrics of all transactions will bo mado at the same time as 
they aro made in tho bound cash book. 

Snb-divisional and Range Officers will also maintain tho 
following books : — 

(а) a bound ledger book (Form No. 45). 

(б) a register of sanctions (Form ITo, 38). 

207. On such date as tfie District Forest Officer may 
prescribe. Sub-divisional and Ean^ Officers will close tbeir 
cash books and will send to tho District Forest Officer tho 
separate sheets, rotainin^ the bound copy only. This date will 
usually bo fixed with reference to the date on which the Talnk 
Troasuiy accounts are closed, in order to preserve agreement 
between the forest and talnk Bgurcs. Tho cash sheets will 
be accorapauiod by all the necessary vouchers ns prescribed 
for District Forest Offices and ■vvil] show the cash biilanco in 
hand'at the end of tho month, which should be personally 
counted by the officer closing tdio cash book and comjmrca 
by him with the entries in the cash book and the cash sheet. 
The foot should be certified at the foot of the latter return 
in the following form 

"I licrohy certify that I Imve personally counted my cash 
hnlanco on Uiis day and Jound it lo tigreo with tho balance ns shonn 
in tho cash book and in this relnin. Tho rntries in the cash honk 
and in this return have also boon oompnred by me tln-oughont and 
found to ogreo.” 

The cash sheet should also ho accompanied by .all the 
necessary timber and stock returns of the month, in wiiich 
and in blie cash sheet .should bo incorporated the .acconnts 
and returns of depot-keepers and other subordinates. 

Tho livestock returns will be submitted by the officer 
in charge of tho range in which tho animals are working, in 
such manner as may bo prescribed by the Conservator. 

Any items objected to by tho District Forest Officer will 
be entered in a statement (Form No. 53) which will be 
forwarded to the Range Officer concerned for necessary action 
end the procedure will be that proscribed in section 21 7, 
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A list of registers and returns prescribed for subordinate 
officers will be found at pages xix to xliii. 

208. On the last day of eaoli month, Range Officers will 
submit an application to the District Forest Officer direct in 
Form No. 17 for the advance required for works during the 
ensuing month, and for pay due to establishment for past 
months with the following particulars ; —

This application shall be accompanied by the pay bills of 
establishment which shall be checked by the District Forest 
Officer * and returned to the Range Oflicor on or before the 
fifth day of tho following month. 

209. At least once in every forest year, the District 
Forest Officer will personally inspect tho office of each range 
and each disburser in his district. The District Forest 
Officer will, amongst other matters, sco that the control 
journals are posted up to date, check the cash balance in 
hand at tho time of his inspection, comparo tho permits 
issued and the revenue rogislors with the revenue ontJ'ies in 
tho cash book, check the cash book ivilh tho cash sheets, 
see that correspondence is regularly registered and neatly 
kept, and see that houses, livestock, funiiiure and stores are in 
pro^r order and properly accounted for. For this purpose 
the District Forest Officer should invariably bring w ith him 
his stock register for the range under inspection and the 
range cash sheets (vide sections 104. and 207). A list of 
questions for tho examination of Range Offices is embodied 
in Appendi,x XXXVII. The District Forest Officer should 
forward a copy of those questions with answers to tho Oon- 
servaior after every inspection, another copy, omitting tho 
questions and answers relating to timber returns, befno- at 
the same time forwarded to the Accountant-Gonoral. ° 


• When tho JJIstrift Vorost Officer is in camp it is ndvRablu that theso hilR bo 
chcolcca in his camp oRicc, ^ 
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TnKitection of 210. The District Forest Oflicer Tvill conduct a similar 
Depot* examination of all sale-depots in his district at least once in 
each forest year, and irill take stock of the timber and 
forest-produce on hand, comparing the amounts with those 
shown in the registers. He is expected to see that the 
depot is properly managed and that all accounts, returns and 
correspondence are in good order. A list of questions for 
the inspection of sale-depots is contained in Appendix 
XXXVIII. A copy of this list with answers to the several 
questions should be sent to the Conservator, The list 
should be accompanied bj a certificate that the District 
Forest Officer has satisfied Mmself. that the stock on the 
date of inspection was correct and agreed with the registers. 

Forest depots must also be inspected as often as possible, 
and the above rules for the inspection of sale-depots will be 
held to apply muiatis 'mutandis. 

Part IV.— Accounts of Conservators. 

G«Bcni 21 1. The duties of a Conservator with regard to the 

JeniioMw'" forest accounts of his Circle, are to exercise a strict watch 
Mcowii?. over the export and sale of timber and other forest produce, 
and over the revenue and the whole outlay for Conservancy 
, and Works, and to examine and carefully check the outstand- 
ing of revenue and the accounts of timber and other forest 
produce received monthly from the District Forest Officors 
with -special reference to the following points (vide also 
instructions contained in Appendix XXX) : — 

(!) Whether the quantities shown in Form XTo. 10 as 
issued to the several works or manufactures are reasonable 
and proper; and 

(2) Whether in the ease of produce sold at other than 
fixed rates fair prices were realized. 

If OTP — 'Whei 0 tho right of colfectiog produce is leastcl ont or sold bp Baogps, talaks 
or othei territoriol dtriaions, tbo esti&iatcd qaaDlitp of the produce should bogi^cn in 
tho returns or the amount reaUred during tho pi ovioiiB y oai reported. 

The Conservator should also generally examine the returns 
submitted to him with a view to seeing that outstandings are 
collected as promptly as possible and that there are no 
apparent irregularities, etc., which would have an advei'so 
effect on the I'evenue of the district. He should also from 
time to time take steps to see that the objections raised by 
hid office are promptly replied to by the DistriotForest Officers 


. 'Cash Accounts.

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and tliat proper action is taken on tlie returned objection 
statements. , » 

For the purpose of such audit and control each Conservator 
will be furnished with the returns prescribed in section 203, 
Conservators will also be furnished with such other details of 
works in their Circles as they may consider necessary, and may 
call for copies of any Stock or Revenue returns that may be 
needed to assist them in checking receipts and charges. 

The Cohservator should oarofnlly watch the action taken 
by District Forest Officers in surrendering grants as pro- 
scribed in section 1 26, and advise them regarding the samo 
whenever he considers it necessary to do so. 

212. Tho Conservator will notify to the Accountant. 
General in an objection statement such points as ho considers 
open to question in itoms of account other than timber 
accounts (Forms Nos. 10, 11, 13, 14 and 18) submitted by 
District Forest Officers. He will also similarly notify in Form 
No. 62 to the District Forest Officers all itoms objected to in 
the timber returns and in tho statement of outstanding 
revenue. 

.If any Range)’, Deputy Ranger or Forester is absent on 
leave, on depul^tion or under suspension in any month the 
Conservator or District Forest Officer ns the case may bo 
will send an absentee statement for tlio month to tl)o 
Accountant-General, showing in detail tho arrangomonts 
made in, consequence of each ahsmtee. 

213. Bach District Forest Office will, if possible, be 
inspected at least once in each forest year by tho Conservator 
of the Circle, but this inspection will be brought bo bear 

, less on matters of account detail, which are within the pro- 
vince of tho Acconntant-Genoral, than on tho general conduot 
of office work, and specially that part of it relating to 
professional matters and statistics affecting tho present and 
future management of tho forests. With this object tho 
Conservator should oarofully scrutinize the Register of 
Reserved Forests, the .Control Books and ‘Woi-king-plan 
tTournals, the Reserve Books and tho Distinct Forest Note- 
book, attdjsbould see that these records are maintained in the 
manner prescribed in Chapter II; he should also examine 
the return of punishments prescribed in section 47, fhe 
oorrespondenco registers, forest offonoo registers, register 
of stores, tools and plant, book and map registers, library,

map racks, files, lists of pending papers, objection statements 
and reminder lists issued to Eange oEBcers, and see whether 
the disposal of office bnsiness is carried out promptly and 
methodically. The result of these inspections should be 
communicated to the District Eorest Officer and tho Account* 
ant-General should be duly informed of any irregularities 
which hare been noticed in the accounts. Matters of special 
interest or importance should also be reported to the Board 
of Eevenue and the Gonserrator shall submit to the Board a 
special report regarding any office which is at the time of his 
inspection, in an unsatisfactory slate, with the explanation of 
the District Forest Officer concerned. The District Forest 
Officer will inform the Conservator of the action, taken on his 
report. 

214. A Conservator will draw funds on letters of credit. 
His office will be treated as a District Forest Office, and 
designated as ‘ Direction ’ and in other matters will follow 
the procedure laid down for District Forest Office^. The 
necessary monthly returns will be forwarded direct to tho 
Aooountant-General.

220. Soon after tho close of each financial year, tho 
Accountant-General will furnish tho Board of Revenue with 
a staiement showing the number of errors discovered In tlio 
accounts of Conservators and District Forest Officers, tho 
number of accounts submitted after the prescribed date and 
the position of. each District Forest Office in regard to 
others in tho matter of accuracy and punctuality.

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CHAPTER V. 

DUTIES OP OPPIOERS AND OPICE BUSINESS. 


Part I.— District Forest and Ran^e Officers. 

* 221. (1) The District Eorest Officer is responsible for the nciauvii 

general management of the forests sitnated in his district and 
possesses direct control over the forest establishment employed •■"i iut'i" 

f, . ^ FoxwtOfliccr* 

TiXioroin. 

(2) The Collector as the head of the district possesses 
general supervision over the District Forest Officer who shall, 
pending any reference to higher authority, obey any orders 
which the Collector may issue. 

(3) The Conservator is the chief forest officer of the 
circle under his charge and possesses complete control over 
the District Forest Officer in respect of those matters which 
are specified in clause (4), while in the matters specified in 
clause (6) the Conservator’s control is subject to the powers 
vested in the Collector. 

(4-) In the following matters the Collector may •primd, 
facie be presumed to have no concern and they may be 
conducted by the District Fore.% Officer subject to the 
control of the Conservator, namely : — 

(a) sowings and plantings and sylvicultural opera- 
tions of ail kinds, valuation surveys, fellings, extraction and 
■ disposal of forest produce and any other matters of a purely 
professional and technical character in so far as they do not 
affect interests outside the Forest department, 

(&) statistics and accounts, live-stock, stores, tools 
and plant, books and maps, stationery- and printing, records 
and office routine, furniture, uniform and accoutrements, 
tents and camp equipments, 

(c) subordinate forest establishments, their appoint- 
ment, leave, pay, pensions, allowances, promotion, transfer, 
touring and conduct. 

Provided that the Collector may direct that any matter 
enumerated, in sub-clause (o) above shall be'dealfc with under 
danse (fi) of this section and provided also that any general 
proposals for modification ' in the strength or method of 
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omploymont of sabordinnte forest establisbraent shall not bo 
held to be covered bj this clause. 

(d) In all matters not covered bj clause (4) the 
Collector shall be presumed to be interested and the District 
Forest Officer shall be bound to keep him fully informe'3, 
both by personal conference and otherwise, of all matters of 
importance. In particular, in matters in which the Forest 
department comes into direct contact with the public and 
other departments, suoh as proposals for reservation and' 
disafforestation, rules for tho mnnagemont of reserved and 
unreserved lands and tho levy of aoigniorago, game rules, 
timber transit rules, grazing, the formation of forest panoha- 
yats, the supply of firewood for the public, the issue of timber 
for agricultural and domestic purposes and the like, no orders 
other than of a routine nature shall bo issued by the District 
Forest Officer without the prior assent of tho Oolleotor. If 
the Collector does not approve of tho District Forest Officer’s 
proposals, tho Collector's decision will prevail, unless tho 
District Forest Officer elects to refer tho matter to the 
Conservator. In that case the reference to tho Conservator 
shall be submitted througl) the Collector and, if tho ConsBr» 
vator differs from the Collector, he shall forward the corre- 
spondence to the Board for decision. 

(6) The District Forest Officer shall furnish the Col- 
lector by tlie lUtli of each month with n list of communications 
issued from tho District Forest Office during the previous 
month showing their number and date and an intelUgiblo 
abstract of tbeir contents. Routine communications regard- 
ing matters covered by sub-clauses (i) and (c) of clause (4} 
may be esoluded from this lish 

(7) The Collector may call for any paper or any infor- 
mation from tho District Forest Office. 

ConcfpBndoBCc 222. All correspondence issued from the District Forest 

roK™ oBc Office ivill issue in the name of the District Forest Officer and 
all correspondouce intended for the District Forest Officer 
shall he addressed to him. 

All correspondence addressed to the District Forest Officer 
shall bo opened by him in person, and he shall take with him 
into camp his current register and all currents except those 
relating to accounts, so that papers may be promptly disposed 
of without reference to headquarters. Covers superscribed

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“ Accounts ” may bo opened by tlie Head clerk of tbe District 
Forest Office during tbe absence of tbe District Forest Officer 
on tour. Telegrams, addressed to tbe District Forest Officer 
and received at headquarters vben he is in camp, may, if 
circumstances permit, bo opened by such gazetted officer at 
headquarters as tbe Collector may direct and shall be passed 
on to tbe Head clerk of tbe District Forest Olfice for immediate 
action, unless the contents of tho telegram are such as should 
bo kept confidential, in tbe opinion of tbe officer who opens it, 
in Tvlucli case he will place it in a sealed cover and forward it 
to the Head clerk of the District Forest Office for immediate 
transmission to tbe District Forest Officer in camp. If there 
is no gazetted officer at the District Forest Officer’s head- 
quarters, tho District Forest Officer may authorize his Head 
clerk to open telegrams received at headquarters when he is 
in camp.

224. All correspondence between Collectors and the Board 
on forest matters except as provided in section 2S4> shall pass 
through tho Conservator of the Circle. A copy of the Conser- 
vator’s endorsements on letters from Collectors to the Board 
shall be despatched- to tho Oolleotor concerned on the same 
day as the originals are despatched to the Board. The Con- 
servator shall also furnish tho Collector with a copy of any 
letter on forest matters falling within clause (5) of sootion

230. The District Forest Officer shall forward monthly 
accounts direct to the audit officers. 


231. A business statement will be submitted every half- 
year to the Conservator by District Forest Officers, as pre- 
scribed in Board’s Standing Order No. 165, paragraph 30. 

232. Soon after the close of each week the District Forest 
Officer will submit to the Conservator through the Collector a 
brief report in diary form of the work done % him during the 
.week and of his observations on tour ; this report will also 
contain a brief note compiled from the Bange reports of the 
previous week on the progress of work in the different 
Banges. 

The Collector null record his observations and will for- 
ward the report to the Conservator who will retm-n it , with 
his orders and remarks to the District Forest Officer through 
the Collector.

234. In all matters relating to civil suits the District 
Forest Officer should promptly consult the Collector and 
act on his advice. The Collector will deni with a suit by 
or jigaiiAst the Forest department as though it related to the 
Bevenue department and will take action in accordance with 
the directions contained in chapter X of the Board’s Standing 
- Orders. The District Forest Officer will keep the Conservator 
informed of the progress and results of suits. 

District Forest Officers should report to the Collector 
before commencing proceedings in any grave or unusual 
criminal case (vide also section 60), and obtain his sanotion 
before retaining a Pleader in the prosecution of any case. 
Pleaders’ foes should invariably be settled and approved in" 
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advance. 'When addressing the Board for sanction to institute 
or defend suits or other proceedings, Collectors should state the 
fee which it is proposed to pay the pleader engaged on behalf 
of (xovornment. The Board of Bevenue and Collectors can 
sanction pleaders’ fees at a rate not exceeding Bs. 25 per 
diem subject to the following limits : —

235. OlBce work should be conducted in such a matmer 
that, while a sufficient record of every transaction is preserved, 
the bulk of the records may be kept as stnall as possible 
and it is important that all papers should be so arranged as 
to facilitate referonco, 

All correspondence should be condensed as much as 
possible and repetitions and unnecessary detail avoided, ns 
well as the unnecessary use of vornneulav terras. When 
vernacular terras have to bo given, the equivalent in English 
should also be added when possible. ''J’hc names of plants, if 
given in the vernacular, must bo accompanied by the scientific 
name when known, 

Long letters and reports should be divided into numbered 
paragraphs ; and if they are of great length, a brief marginal 
abstract of each paragraph should be added. The general 
rules for tho conduct of official correspondence are embodied 
in the Board’s Standing Orders (Chapter XVI). 

Tho following special instructious have been issued 
regarding correspondence in Forest Offices : — 

1. The number of registers and forms to bo maintained 
in District Forest and Bangc offices should bo confinod to 
thoso proscribed in this Code or under the orders of tho 
Oovornmjent, or the Board, and without tho sanction of these 
authorities no new form should bo brought into use. 

2. Eomindors in regard to all references which are 
more than a month old should be issued by a monthly list to 
be despatclied on a fixed'dale to tho officers concornod with 
instructions to roiurn tho same mtiin a fortnight with their 
replies in their owu handwriting, reminders in urgent cases 
being issued in the interval only upon tho special orders of 
tho hoad of- the Office. 


Chap. V. 
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3. The system of correspondence followed in Post 
Offices, under which the original letter is returned to the 
sender with the reply written in. the marginal space provided 
for the purpose or on the back, should be adopted as far as 
possible. 

4. The objections on the accounts of subordinate 
officers should be consolidated in an objection statement to 
be issued from tbe District Forest Office on a fixed date each 
month with instructions to the subordinates concerned to 
return the same with their replies within a specified period. 

236. The records of all Forest offices will be arranged 
and maintained under the disposal number system prescribed 
for the Offices of the Board of Revcuue and Oollectors. 
The rules relating to this system are contained in Board’s 
Standing Order No. 165. 

General Orders 237. The general orders and oironlars of the Board 
fhoBoitSo""' of Revenue, the Conservators and the Accountanfc-Gleneral 
will be filed separately, according to number and date, in a 
HomSf.""*”"*" ‘ Circular file ’ to which an alphabetical index shall be 
attached. If received in duplicate, one copy will be placed 
with the record to which it relates. If only one copy be 
available, and it has special reference to any case, a 
- memorandum of its contents will be filed therewith, 

service Order Book as prescribed in section 254 and 
SchDi'Jtart' office order book as prescribed in Board's Standing Order 
Forest oSce. No. 159, paragraph 2, shall be maintained in each District 
Forest Office for orders issued by the District Foiest Officer. 

238. Registers of receipts and issues of correspondence 
will be kept in books (Forms Nos. 64 and 55), A new series 
of numbers will be commenced in the register books at the 
opening of each calendar year, 

239. There will be a Forest Library in each District Forest 
Office, and all books and maps must be carefully kept to 
ensure their remaining in good order and being easily found 
when required for reference. The books should be kept as 
much as possible in one place and nnder the custody of one 
particular clerk, who will be responsible for their condition- 
and safety. No books should be removed from the Library 
without &e permission of the head of the office. When a 
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book 13 1 removed, a receipt must invariably be furnished by 
the officer removing it and the receipt should be returned to 
him or cancelled i\'heii the book is returned to the library. 
Every officer on receiving charge of the office should satisfy 
himself that the library is in good condition and, imlcss he 
reports at onco that the boolts aro out of order or that any 
volumes are missing, it will be assumed that he received the 
library in good order and he will thenceforward bo personally 
responsible for any defects which he could have noticed by 
inspootiiig the library on his arrival. A register of books 
(Form No. 66) must bo kept up. The current number of the 
register and the date of receipt will be entered on each copy 
on receipt. The rules for the registry and custody of maps 
will be found in appendix XXXV. 

240. Poriodioals, such as Part I of the Fort &7. Georpe 
Oaseiie and the Forest sheets of the District Gazette, as well 
as books which are published in parts, must be bound up in 
volumes, which will usually be yearly. Annual reports and 
similar publications m.ny also, for convenienco of preservation, 
be bound up in volumes from time to time. A snnilnr pro- 
cedure will also bo adopted in roferonco to the proceedings of 
the Board of Eevenue. 

241. Notifications concerning the Forest Establishment 
and the management of District Forests should bo regularly 
published in the Forest sheets of the District Gazette, as well 
as abstracts of important orders and communications likely to 
be of general interest and monthly statements of receipts and 
expenditure in Form No. 53. Orders of dismissal may not bo 
published without the sanction of Government. 

242. The addenda and corrigenda to this Code, to the 
Civil Account Code and Civil Service Regulations, and to the 
Board’s Standing Orders, must bo entered’ in tbeir places 
immediately on receipt, the posting of each list of corrections 
being noted on the hy leaf. The District Forest Officer 
will be expected to examine, from time to time, all tbe copies 
of these publications maintained in his ollice, so as to assure 
himself that they are being properly posted. 

243. District Forest Officers should take special care as 
to the expenditure of the slationery and printed forms and 
books. It should be made the duty of one clerk in the office 
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to keep an account of receipts and issues, and this clerk 
will be held responsible for the custody of the atticles 
geae^all3^ 

244. All accounts, books, maps, records and papers of a 
Forest OfBco are Government property, and the oflScer in 
whose charge they are will make them over to his successor 
on being relieved of charge, or to his departmental superior 
whenever they may he demanded. 

245. Soon after the close of the Forest year, the District 
Forest Officer will examine the records of his office with a 
view to the destruction of those documents which may he 
considered of no further use. A large bulk of the correspond- 
ence may be got rid of hy destroying forwarding dockets, 
inquiries, and reminders. The destruction of correspondence 
dealt with under the disposal number system will be governed 
by the rules in appendix XIV to Board’s Standing Order 
No. 169. Many of the letters relating to questions which 
have been settled for three full years can also be destroyed, 
provided the register books contain all that may be necessary 
to keep on record. ' 

Such documents as registers of resei-ved forests, annual or 
special reports, correspondence relating to boundary ques- 
tions, to rights and privileges of other persons in the forests, 
to working-plans aud annual plans of operations, and to all 
subjects affecting the general management and history of the 
forests of the district, and all orders of Government and 
circulars on important subjects, should be carefolly preserved. 

Forms Nos. 4, 46 and 48 should be preserved^ nntil_ a 
working-plan or other report embodying a complete account 
for the forests in question, of the history and statistics during 
any period considered, has been prepared or revised. 

As a general rule, when monthly or annual returns have 
been reproduced or adequately summarized in printed work- 
ing-plans or administration reports, the original manuscript 
forms, if they have been retained for at least three full years 
in all, may be destroyed. 

A list of those papers which it is proposed to destroy will 
be submitted to the Conservator, and his authority will be 
obtained for their destruction. The desti‘uction of Forest 
records needs most careful supervision and the selection of 
papets for destrnoliou should never be entrusted to any but 
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a Gazetted Officer, as many papers intimate]/ connected 
with questioDB of ownership of land exist in the records and 
their preservation is a matter of the utmost importance. 

No papers which can have any bearing on such questions 
or on those mentioned in the second paragraph of this sec- 
tion may bo destroyed until a list has been submitted to the 
Collector and his assent to their destruction obtained.

246. 'Hie above rules apply, as far as practicable, to 
Working-plans Officers and those subordinate to District 
Forest Officers. 


Officers who are not provided with clerks will conform, as. 
nearly as possible, to the above rules. They may, imder 
ordiuary circamstances, dispense with copying letters, but 
will in that case make fuller entries of their contents in the 
registers. 
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247. A register of forest offences in Form No. 67 will 
bo maintained in each District Forest Office. Annual Form 
No. 71 will be posted from entries in this register. Oorrei 
spending registers in Form No. 68 will bo kept in Sub- 
divisional and Eango offices. A register in Form No. 59 
showing particulars of the forest produce and other property 
seized and disposed of under the Forest Act or the rules 
issued therennder, should also be maintained in every Range 
office. An extract from this register giving the particulars 
for each month should be submitted by Range Officers to the 
District Forest Officer soon after tbo close of tbe month, and 
an abstract, compiled in the same form, will be forwarded 
monthly by the District Forest Officer to the Conservator. 
When any officer subordinate to a Range Officer seizes pro- 
perty, he will report the fact forthwith in Form H (Appendix 
XXXIII)' to the Magistrate having jurisdiction as required by 
section 41 of the Forest Act. Di cases where property seized 
is subsequently released, a receipt in Form No. 60 should bo 
taken from the person to whom the property has to be 
returned. These receipts should be submitted by Range 
Officers to the District Forest Officers with the extract from 
Form No. .69 above referred to. The first entry in each 
year’s register in Form Nos. 67, 58 and 59 will consist of the 
serial numbers of pending cases of the preceding year against 
which disposals will be noted as they occur. 

In reporting forest offences, the forms in sorted in Appendix 
XXXIII should bo used as per instructions therein given. 

Part II.— conservator’s Duties and Office 
Business. 

248. It is the duty of a Conseiwetor to make frequent 
tours of inspection, visiting every district in his charge once a 

' year. Once in two years he is expected to make a detailed 
inspection in each district visiting, as far as possible, the 
more important forests and especially those in which works 
are in progress. In the course of these detailed inspections 
the following points should receive particular attention : — 

(1) Surveys and SetUements, made or in progress and their cost^ 

extent to which they are still required ; nature and ad eq nnoy 
of the maps and settlement records prepared ; results of 
working under the settlements in force. 

(2) Workinq^lttns, already made or in progress and their cost, 

extent to which plans are still required j results of working 
of plans in force. 
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(3) Forest Boundaries, tlieir natnre nntl state of repair, domaroa- 

tion work lu progress and its co^t, doniarcation work still 
to be dono. 

(4) Roads, Buildings, and other similar worlts, in oxistcnoo or 

under oonstrnction, iiieir cost, state of repair ; new roads, 
buildings, or other works required. 

(5) Execuiiva and protective staff, its edioioncy, state of 

disoiplinc, etc. 

(6) Condition of the i^orests, the methods of treatment employed; 

natural reproduction, causes whioh interfere with it, etc. 

(7) Proteotion of the Forests from injury, by men, by cattle, by 

fires, etc. ; breaches of the Foicst llnles, their froqnenoy 
(ind oanses. 

(8) Worka of Reproduction and Cultural Jniprovemenls, extent, 
' condition, and cost of plantations made, condition of 

nurseries; now sowings or plantings required, thinnings, 
oreeper-outting, etc., oxtont to which carried on and 
requii-ed. 

(9) Method of Working and Management in force, advantages or 

otherwise of these mothods, expenditure incurred on thorn ; 
outturn of the forests, and financial results. 

(10) Kmler and Fact Repots, their situation and adequacy, 
condition in wliioh kept; state of the records kept up in 
connection with thorn, do. 


Tho Conservator shonld farther see that all money trans- 
actions are conductod in accordance with the riilos in force ; 
and he should oxamino the cost of current works, as well as of 
those which have been spread over peveral years. Be should 
also ascertain that the District Forest Officer and other 
members of the Controlling Staff are conversant -with their 
dntie.s, that discipline is maintained, and that work is being 
properly supervised. Tho result of these inspections should 
be communicated to the District Forest Officer through the 
Collector. Tho Dislricb Forest OiEcor shall report witliout 
undue delay to tho Conservator tlio action taken on tho Con- 
servator’s Inspection Notes. Conservators shall forward to 
the Board manuscript copies of these inspection reports which 
will he printed at the Government Press, Madras, and issued 
as Board’s Proceedings, copies being sent to other Conser- 
vators, the Principal, Forest College, Coimbatore, and to the 
SylvicnlUirist, Imperial Forest Research Instifcnte, Debra Dun. 
‘Whenever a Conservator desires to draw tho Board’s special 
- attention to, or obtain its oi’ders on any matters contained in 
Ms report, ho should do so in a covering letter forwarded 
thi’ough the Collector, 
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249. It is the duty of the Conservator to place his pro- oomemtorto 
fessional and technical knowledge freely at the disposal of SrofOT'iioiial 
the Collootor of any district within his Circle whenever fcSis^aioi 
applied to. Ho should maintain close and cordial relations 

with all Collectors w'ithin his Circle, should invariably advise 
them in advance of ’any visit to their head-quarters and 
siioiild take every opportunity of personal conference with 
them on forest matters. 

250. The Conservator’s office business will be conducted, iiiHinTOm , 
ns far as practicalile, in the manner prescribed for the offices 

of his subordinate'?. Jlcgistera of receipts anti issues of 
documents, and of books, rojiorts, maps, etc., must be koptas ilVonuTs ’ 
laid down in sections 238 and 239. The disposal number 
systoni should be adopted ns proscribed in section 236. The 
provisions of section 245 in regard to the annual dostrnction 
of useless documents apply wiH/atis mutandis to the Conser- 
vators’ offices, 

251. When a Obusorvatov is absent on tour, all letters Tourliitiot 
except those marked * confidential ’ may bo opened by the 
Manager if he has tho written authority of the Conservator, wiunSbw” 
to whom they will tlien bo forwarded. A tour list in Form 

Ho. 61 of all dooumenfs received in and issued from tho 
Conservator’s office will be sent to him doily, or as frequently 
as may be possible. The tour list will he accompanied by 
the letters themselves, aud each letter requiring orders must 
bo accompanied by the papers of the case it refers tq. ^'hese 
lists will be returned with the requisite orders. 

252. ^Vhen letters are not opened by tho Manager in oiinMiumfli'iiB, 
accordance with the preceding section, tho Conservator will ConsenMon 
send to his office tho original lettors received, together with 

copies of tho replies of any official corre.spondonce which has 
not passed through his olfico and which ho 1ms carried on on 
tour. He will keep one camp registor for tho latter, the 
entries being numbered conseentivoly ns in -tlie case of other 
registers. 

253. Com municat ions addressed to the Board of Revenue 
.should, as a rule, bo complete in ^emselvea and independent 
of enclosures. Enclosures of importance can be forwarded, 
but merely for possible reference on points of detail. Whore v 
the case is simple, liowcvcr, and contained in a few words, and 

, where a brief endorsement sufficiently explains it, sucli 
9 
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endorsement 'will answer all pnrposes. Enclosures may often 
be forwarded in original to be returned when no longer 
required. When copies are sent, they should not bei« extenno 
when extracts will suffice. 

When the Conservator has to submit a report to the Board 
based on communications from several Collectors or District 
Forest Officers, a brief prdcis of the latter will usually be 
submitted instead of copies of the various communications. 
Such prf’cis may often be conveniently given in tabular form. 

In quoting previous letters to the Board, the number and 
dale of tlie Proceedings in which they were published should 
be always given, and in cases where a previous order of 
Government has to be quoted, its number and date should 
be given as well. 

Furtlier instructions regarding oorrespondence wdll be 
found in the Board’s Standing Orders. 

254. A Service Order Book will be kept up in each Circle 
in which will be entered all orders issued by the Conservator 
relative to the appointment, promotion, leave, etc., of establish- 
ments, and these orders will be consecutively numbered 
for eacb calendar year. An office order book as prescribed 
in Board’s Standing Order No. 169, paragraph 2, will be 
maintained. 

Part III.— Transfer of Chargee. 

255. ’ On the occasion of a transferor charge arrange- 
ments must be made by the two officers concerned that the 
relievina officer is placed in such a position as will enable 
him to carry on the duties of which he has taken charge in 
an efficient manner, and with as complete a knowledge of the 
property entrusted to his charge, the works in progress and 
all arrangements mado in connection with them, as the 
circumstances of the case admit. 

256. A report of the transfer of charge of a district (Form 
No. 62), signed by the relieved and relieving officers, Avill 
on the day of transfer be submitted to the Conservator 
through the Collector. 

257. The relieving officer must see that all office books 
are posted up to date, and, in tbe case of cash accounts, than 
the needful vouchers of receipts and issues belonging to the 
accounts of the current month' are made oVer to him. He 
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will also make himself acquainted with all outstandings and 
liabilities on account of the department, and state iiiat he 
has done so. He will further take charste of other property 
belonging to the department as described below. On the day 
oil which he makes over charge of the office, the relieved 
officer will loport the tr-insfer of charge to the officers in 
charge of the treasuries on which he holds letters of credit, 
and will, at the foot of tho report, send a specimen of the 
relieving officer’s usual signature, in order that the IVeasury 
officers may satisfy themselves ns to the validity of the 
cheques presoutecl by the relieving officer. 

The relieved officer will give the relieving officer ii list 
of the important works in hand and those remaining to be 
taken np with a memorandum of such miitli rsas most require 
his .itlention and of any outstandings to or against the 
department rogntding which an)' difficulty or complication 
in adjustment is anticipated. 

Be should specially mention all cases in which the return 
of security deposits to contractors or others has been 
withhold. 

Besides cash, timber and fore.st produce, the following 
are tho main classes of property wliich ordinarily form the 
subject of transfers between District Forest Officers : —

In the transfer report, the relieving officer should state 
hy what mentis ho has satisfied himself of the nature and* 
condition of these different t'la3.ses of property of which he 
has taken charge. 

Live and dead stock and other articles which may be at 
head-quarters, as well as Ifooks and maps, office records and 
office furniture, should, as a rule, be personally in.9peotod 
by the rcHoviug officer at tho time of transfer, and the fact 
of this having heoii done should bo stated. 

H- 
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In the case of property at a distance from head-quarters 
the re{riat''r8 and other documents intvhich they are described 
should be examined. If the relieving officer fails to bring to 
notice within a reasonable period any deficiency or defect in 
work, stores or other property taken over from his predecessor, 
ho will be held responsible for the same So far as it may have 
been practicable for him to ascertain such deficiency or defect. 

The Cash book will be closed, and tho cash balance will 
bo counted, in the presence of both officers, who will then 
sign the book, 

258. A transfer certificate in the form prescribed in the 
Civil Aefeount Code will be signed by both officers and 
submitted to the Acconntaiit-Coneral direct .as required by 
article 47, Civil Account Code. A certificate of transfer of 
charge of a circle will in like manner be forwarded to tho 
Accountant-General, and of a Working-Plans Office to the 
Conservator. 

259. In the case of the transfer of charge of a Snb-divi- 
sion, or Range, a transfer report, similar to that prescribed 
in section 266, will be made to the District Forest Officer, 
who will send the original or a copy to the Conservator, and 
intimate the fact to the Board of Revenue, Land Revenue, 
Forests, in the prescribed form. 

260. In the oa«oof transfers between Deputy Rangers 
not in charge of Ranges, the Range officer is held responsible 
for seeing that all Government property, records, etc., aro 
properly handed over. In transfers of Foi esters, Guards, or 
DepOt-keepora, a transfer report in Form Uo, 63 or No. 64- 
shall be submitted to tho District Forest Officer through the 
Range officer, and in the case of depDts the report shall be 
submitted to the Conseiwator. 

When an officer is transferred from one district to another 
or from a district establishment to a Conservator’s establish- 
ment, OP from one Conservator’s establishment to another, 
the officer or officers who have been maintaining his default 
book or books or conduct rogistors will send it or them to 
the officer or officers wno will have to do so thereafter. A 
last pay certificate will also be sent to the District Forest- 
officer of tho officer’s new di«tiiot or if he is transferred to a 
Conservator’s establishment to that Conservator, 
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OHAPTKll VI. 

SUBMISSION OF REPORTS, B’IC. 


Part I.— Annual Reports and Returns. 

261. A bi'ief Amiutil Jleport or atafement. of progress in Aimi»i 
eaeli Forest Division for t.lio forc-styear onding 30th June will miSrlo 
be foi^vardodhy tlie District Forest OfRcer to tbo Consorvator 
of the Circle through tho Collector so n'^ to reach him not 
later than tho 15th Aiigu.'.t Avritten in half margin and 
accompanied by such of the annual returns detailed in 
section 263 as the Board of Rovonno may direct. 

The Coiiscrvoior will review each Divisional report, cfrX’Rfport. 
prepare a report foj’ his cii'cle exhibiting it) a concise manner 
t))o progress of forest administration during the year and the 
work of individual District I'orest Officers and submit it to 
the Boat'd of Revenue whom it should reach not later than 
the Jsfc October. Tho Division annual returns referred to 
• above and returns embodying tlio totals for the circle should 
ho appended to tho report. 

On receipt, of the circle I'cports, tho Board of Revenue tiw iimnri 
will prepare tho administration report for.' the whole oJroli' rci)ort5 
Presidency, in Avhich goncx'.sl points arising out of tho fron^pMUo™' 
individual reports shouhl be emphasised, and submit if to 
Govornmeiit so as to reach them not later than the 
15tli N'ovembor. In this report tho Board will summarise 
tho circle reports and their euclosuro.s. Its report will bo 
complete in itself and as ooimiso as possible, dealing mainly 
with the activities of the Department as affecting the ryot 
population and tbo public generally. 

In compiling the circle reports, tho Oonsorvators will 
observe tho following instructions laid down in the India 
Forest Code t — , v 

1. Tho maximum limit of 20 pages of prmb should be 
printed at the heading of the toble of contents and it should 
not bo oxceodod unlosslhe writer has previously obtained the 
•permission of tho Govornniont to exceed it in a particular 
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Annual Reports and Retdens — eontmued . 


2. The report should contain only the explanation of 
really important or suggestive variations in the statistics, and 
the statement of really noteworthy facts in the history of the 
year’s administration. 

3. No mere paraphrasing and reproduction of the statis- 
tics should be allowed in the report, 

4. All attempts to offer explanations of variations in the 
figures, which are not important or unusual, should be 
excluded unless the fact alleged in explanation is in itself 
important enough to demand mention. 

5. The idea that it is necessary to say something should 
be discarded, and it should be recognised that the briefer a 
report is the better, provided that it says all that is needed 
for an intelligent comprehension of the meaning of the facts 
and figures and of the salient features of the year’s works. 

6. The introduction into the text of large numbers of 
tables of statistics (usually a reproduction in an abridged form 
of the statistics in the appendices) detracts from the valne 
and interest of a report while it greatly increases the cost of 
printing. The body of Hie report should be almost entirely in 
narrative form. It will occasionally be necessary to introduce 
tables of oomparatire statistics into the narrative, but such 
tables should be brief and simple and their number rigidly 
restricted, 

7. The number of maps or diagrams should be 
(restricted ; they should be placed at the beginning or end of 
the volume. 

8. Tables of statistics should not be printed sideways 
on a page unless distinct economy of space thereby results. 
The foolscap size lends itself easily to the printing of tables 
with their heading across instead of along the length of the 
page. 

9. Pages of tabular matter should not be printed with 
the columns left entirely or almost entirely blank. 

10. It is seldom necessary to give in full detail and in 

separate columns in tables of statistics the ..corresponding 
figures for the preceding year. In most cases it will be 
found sufficient to give corresponding figures for the totals . 
only, by means of one additional line at the foot of the 
table. . '

In Chapter II under sub-head (4) (a) ‘ Natural Reproduc- 
tion,’ the measures adopted to ensure or improve it sliould bo 
noted. Under Sub-head 5, the extent as well as the manner 
of the exploitation of the forests should be noted. 

Chapter IV on ‘Administration’ should contain all re- 
marks regai’ding the relation of Forest Administration to 
the General Administration of the country ; establishments 
and their recruitment ; forest instruction, etc. 

The Report should give a clear and precise history oHhe 
work of the year, and, whenever necessary, the result should 
be compared with those of former years. 

For the purpose of instituting a comparison between the 
expendituri* incurred on forest surveys executed by the Forest 
Survey Branch and those executed by ,the Suiwey of India 
Department, the Survey year ending 31st August should be 
adopted. 

Bach sub-head will ordinarily commence with some general 
remarks on the subject referring to the whole Circle, accom- 
panied by an abstract exhibiting the progress of the work^ 
and then will follow the more important details of the work 
in each district under such sub^head. 

The outturn arid tlie rinancial results should, whenever 
practicable, be shown separately for Reserved Forests and 
Reserved Lands. 
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Wlierever a Working-Plan exists, it should be explained 
how far the forests havo been managed in accordance with its 
provisions. 

Care'tDUst be taken to exclude all unnecessary details, 
and it should be understood that the Annual Eeporb is not the 
place for discussing subjects which require the separate orders 
of Government. , 

Attached will be an appendix which will contain such 
additional interesting and important details in any district as 
may be desirable to pnt on record. Wherever it may appear 
nsefnl, the report may be illustrated by maps.

The District Forest Officers of districts in which there 
are tramways will also snbmit tramway statements as per 
Form No. 86, These statements need not be printed in the 
circle reports as the general result of the year's working will 
be noticed in the reports theraselrcs. 

No additional returns giving, in a different form, the infor- 
mation contained in the above statements should be snbmittod. 

The Accountant-General will prepare Form No. 81 and 
forward it under his signature to the Conservators of Forests, 
Tho Conservators of Forests will prepare Forms Nos. 80 and 
82, the former from the figures furnished by the Accountant- 
General under section 218. 

264. Except in Forms Nos. 80 to 82, fractions of rupees, 
square miles, acres, or cubic foot, if e.vceeding one-half, will 
be taken as a full rupee, square mile, acre, or cubic foot, as 
the case may be; if one-half or less, they will be omitted. 

265. In Form No. 72 are to be entered such forest tracts 
as are under firo-protootion, whether ' special,’ i.e., with fire 
lines and under the chai'ge of fire patrols, or * gener.il,’ i.e,, 
with tho ordinary staff assisted possibly by few patrols. The 
‘ special ’ tracts should be first entered and totalled separately, 
and rhe ‘ general ’ tracts afterwards. Areas such as ever- 
green ghdl forests, small plantations sarroundod by cultivated 
country, delta forests and tlie like, iu which fires do not 
ordinarily occur, should not be entered at all. The form will 
refer both to resorvedforests and reserved lends under ‘ specie I’ 
fire-protection. The annual returns of the District Forest 
Officer should give details per range for arras both under 
special and general protection, bub in the return appended to 
circle reports, district totals alone should be given for both 
special and general areas. 

Form No. 73 should give the total area closed and open to 
grazing for each district separately for reserved forests and 
reserved lands, and care should be taken to make the entries

272. TIio following returns are also fiirnislicd annually 
by District Forest OfBcor.s, aud caro should be taken Iha*. they 
are despatched to tho Acoountaut-Goneriil wdlhoiit fail on tho 
prosciibod dates; — 

(1) A*; soon a<! jmssiblo after Isl April aud in any cabe 
not later than thu 15th May, Detailed Statements of Eatab- 
lishmont in the forms supplied by the Accnnutaiit-Gpnoral. 

(2) On the IstNovomber, Lint of Establishment should 
be forwarded for insertion in the Annual OiAal List published 
by Government. Prom these refni'ns, a general list is com- 
piled in tho office of the Aocounhanl-Gonorol and submitted to 
tho Secretary to Govorninont, Rovenno Dopnrtmeut. Subor- 
dinates in receipt of salaries below Rs. 50 sliould bo cxoluded. 
A memorandum of changes that Lave ooourrod between the 
Ist November and Slat Jleoember should be forwarded on the 
latter date for final revision of the list. 

Besides the abovy rotums Consorvatora and District Forest 
Offioers are required to submit half-yearly tour^ statements in 
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Form No. 87 to the Board of EeTenne. These returns are for 
the Forest half-year and each statement should be submitted 
within fifteen days ^ter the close of the period to which it 
relates. A statement showing the dates of inspection of each 
reserve must accompany each half-yearly tour statement of 
District Forest OJfficors. 

Conservators and District Forest Officers are expected to 
spend at least six months in camp during each Forest year, 
and ,,the return for the' half-year ending 30th June should 
show the total number of days spent in camp during the year. 

273. On or before the 30th April, indents for stationery 
required for the ensuing forest year should be forwarded to 

■ the Superintendent of Stationery by Conservators and District 
Forest Officers. The rules regulating the supply and con- 
sumption of stationery and printed forms are contained in a 
separate manual. 

274. Consolidated lists of Eegisters which should be 
maintained in Conservators’, District Forest and Range 
Offices, and of periodicals which should be sent from these 
offices are given on pages xix to xliii of this Code, which also 

, shows where the forma prescribed can be found. The dates 
prescribed for the several periodicals shouhl be strictly 
adhered to. , 

’No new register or form shall be prescribed and no new 
return shall be brought into use except under tho orders of 
Grovernment or the Board of Revenue. 

275. The Forest Member of the Board of Revenue will i 
liimself prepare and submit in manuscript to Govemment on S»Bfnuimon' 
or before the Ist November information abstracted from the ihi.'¥rc«rtlonoy 
Annual Administration Report of the Forest Department for 

use in compiling notes on production and distribution in 
Chapter 17 in the Administration Report of tho Presidency. 

' The summary should be so prepared as to be of interest and 
•value bath to officials and to the public j all mention of 
'detailed figures should be avoided as far as possible. 

276. Government having -ordered a uniform to be worn 
by Executive and Protective Forest Officers while on duty, 
the pattern prescribed and the conditions, of supply with 
other necessary particulars are given in appendix XXXI. 

277. Service books must be carefully maintained for all mSIotSSSw 
non-gazetted officers bolding substantive appointments oh the 
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permanent establishment. The provisions relating to the 
upkeep of service books are contained in articles 81C-822 of 
the Civil Service Regulations. These service books should 
be exaiumed and verified annnallj by the head of the ofiBce, 
and should be so maintained that at tho close of an ofiBcer’s 
service, his application for pension may be prepared without 
delay and submitted for the orders of Goyernment through 
the AccouLtant-General. The pension applications of officers 
ot and above tho rank of Di pniy Ranger should bo submitted 
through tho Conservator ; but nil references, calling for 
further information in connection therewith, may be mado 
direct to the District Forest Officers concerned, so as to avoid 
unnecessary delay. In regard to all subordinates of and 
below the rank of Ranger, the District Forest Officer will be 
considered to be ‘ the head of the office * for the purposes of 
this section. For officers of the Provincial Service, the Board 
of Revenue will discharge the duties of “ the head of the 
office.” 

278. A conduct register for every permanent subordinate 
in the classes of Deputy Rangers and Rangers will be main- 
tained in the office of the Conservator (duplicates being 
maintained in District Forest offices) in which under the 
orders of the Conservator entries will be made from time to 
time on the work, conduct, punishments awarded, oto. ; an 
abstract of the District Forest Officer’s half-yearly reports 
shall also he entered. It will be convenient to note promo- 
tions, leave, etc., in the conduct registers, but these registers 
will not in any way i eplace the service registers prescribed in 
Chapter XLIIl of tlie Civil Service Regulations. Black- 
marks will be recorded in the condnot registers of Rangers 
and Deputy Rangers, and defaulter books will be kept by 
Conservators for ovexy member of their own permanent 
estahlishments, clerical and menial, and by District Forest 
Officers for all subordinates subject to the black-mark rules 
in their districts except Rangers and Deputy Rangers for , 
whom duplicate conduct registers are maintained. - Every 
black-mark and everv punishment under the black-mark 
rales, inflicted by a Conservator will be communicated at 
once to the District Forest Officer of the district where 
the subordinate to whom the black-mark is awarded is 
working; every black-mark inflicted by a District Forest 
Officer on a Banger or a Deputy Ranger or by a Sub* 
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Divisional officer on a Deputy Kanger will bo communicated 
■forthwith by the District Forest Officer to the Oon'iervator, 
and every blaok»mark inflicted by a Sub-Divisional officer or 
Hanger will be communicated to the District Forest Officer. 

When a Hanger is permanently promoted to the Provincial 
Forest Service his condue.t register will be forwarded to the 
Hoard, of Revenue for future maintenance and record. 

The half-yearly reports above referred to should contain 
an abstract of the work done by each subordinate and notes 
on his conduct during the half-year and should reach the 
Conservator by the 35th July and 15th January.
